Gaza gambit 


calculated gamble the right direction 


FOR THE NEXT THREE WEEKS, 
THE GAZA STRIP WILL DOMINATE 


WORLD NEWS. THIS STUBBY 
finger of land cradled by the Mediterranean 
and bordered by Egypt and Israel is home to- 
day to approximately 1.4 million Palestini- 
ans and more than 5000 Jewish settlers, 
making it one of the most densely populated 
places on earth. It was wrested from Egypt 
back in the dim days of 1967, when Israel 
fought one of its several wars of survival 
against combined Arab armies whose pub- 
licly stated goal was to destroy Israel and 
drive all Jews into the sea. 

Prime Minister Ariel Sharon’s removal of 
Jewish settlers and, later, Israeli forces from 
the area is a historic first: it is a unilateral 
move, and it comes as a result of no negotia- 
tion. Thus, there are no new promises of 
peace from the larger Arab world or the dan- 
gerously factionalized triumvirate of organi- 
zations that vie to represent the Palestini- 
ans: the Palestinian Authority, Hamas, and 
Islamic Jihad. That’s all the more remark- 
able given that the latter two, at the very 
least, remain committed to Israel’s com- 
plete destruction. 

Although still hotly contested within 
Israel, Sharon’s plan for “disengagement” 
is conceived in the spirit of enlightened 
self-interest. The idea is that by ceding 
control of the smaller and self-contained 
Gaza Strip, Israel will free concentrate 
on guarding itself from suicide bombers 
and other attacks emanating from the 
larger and more dangerous West Bank. 
And, perhaps most important, by eliminat- 
ing Gaza, Israel can remain a Jewish state 
demographically. In essence, Sharon 
is trying to kill a number of birds with 
one stone: making Israel slightly more 
secure while severely reducing the Arab 
population within its borders, and implicit- 
challenging Palestinian officialdom 
to get its house in order and administer 
its internal affairs in a civilized and reason- 
able manner — something it’s never been 
able to do. 

Sharon’s move put the Palestinian Au- 
thority (PA) on the spot, and — in very real 
way — posed a challenge to the outfit, 
which for years has been drained of rele- 
vance by the cynical and egotistical manip- 
ulation of its late leader, Chairman Yasser 
Arafat. The coordinating its too-often 
unreliable police efforts with Israeli security 
forces, but it is not publicly cooperating in 
the pullout. That important distinc- 
tion. And it is one spawned, in part, by the 
fear that the will lose further momen- 
tum to its more radical rival Hamas.

But this much 
seems clear: Sharon has assumed a marked 
spot in the world of public opinion in the 
hopes of demonstrating to many skeptical 
yet hopeful Israelis that with this bold uni- 
lateral move, Israel’s greater good and secu- 
rity will be served. Whether a still-hostile 
Palestinian establishment can use this as an 
opportunity restart the peace process Pres- 
ident Clinton orchestrated and Arafat squan- 
dered is still very much in doubt. 

But the dangerous tensions the 
Middle East wrought by the Palestinians’ 
second intifada and Bush’s destabilization 
of Iraq don’t grow any worse — as they 
easily can — then this contained gesture 
might turn out to have been a step in the 
direction. 

Critics on all sides rightly point out that 
disengagement does not address the larger 
and far more complex questions imposed 
the Israeli West Bank settlements. And they 
are correct. But movement in the right di- 
rection should applauded even with 
caution or a dose of skepticism. 


GETTING AWAY WITH MURDER 
Phoenix writer David Bernstein has crunched 
the numbers and come to a startling 
conclusion: Boston has the worst homicide 
squad the nation not enough arrests, 
not enough convictions, and too many 
convictions overturned. The bottom line is 
inescapable: murders that unsolved 
spawn more murders. It’s conclusion 


that even the Menino administration, with 
it’s penchant for feel-good rhetoric that 
casts the city as problem-free, should 

find alarming. 

That this is bad news for the city is an 
understatement. And outrageous 
condition to inflict on the residents of black 
and Hispanic neighborhoods, where the 
majority these murders take place. 

Bernstein's story, which begins on page 
18, speaks for itself. But most alarming of 
all the facts presents may the Boston 
Police Department’s failure — born, per- 
haps, of ignorance — to adopt common- 
sense practices in use by other departments 
across the nation to cope with murder. 

The only good news that this 
election year. Mayoral challenger Maura 
Hennigan and the host of candidates for 
city council can use this dismal state of af- 
fairs as an opportunity to press the usually 
unreceptive mayor for reform and relief. 

To do so means, of course, locking 
horns with the police union — something 
few candidates for office traditionally have 
the guts to do. Time and time again, the 
police union has shown itself to be more 
interested in feathering its own nest than 
in improving the safety and well-being 
of the city. 

It’s time that the city, the mayor, the 
Suffolk County District Attorney’s Office, 
and politicians every stripe wake and 
reform police department that failing 
protect the lives city residents.

Q) On September 8, representa- 
tives of Love Won Out — a trav- 
eling conference sponsored by Focus 
on the Family that seeks to “cure” 
gays and lesbians — will set up shop 
at Boston’s Tremont Temple for a 
morning seminar (complete with 
complimentary breakfast!). Then, on 
October 29, Love Won Out will be back 
in town — this time with a full slate 
of speakers, including Nancy Heche, 
the mother of Ellen DeGeneres’s long- 
forgctien ex, Anne. 

Love Won Out’s planned New 
England tour has already elicited 
some angry reactions locally. Last 
week, Josh Friedes, advocacy director 
of the Freedom To Marry Coalition of 
Massachusetts, warned the Phoenix 
that Love Won Out’s arrival signals 
new level of campaigning by national 
religious conservatives against gay 
marriage the Bay State. And last 
weekend, protesters massed outside 
the Tremont Temple to voice their 
opposition the group. 

They’re right, of course. Love 
Won Out’s message — that homo- 
sexuality is a sinful condition to be 
escaped pernicious one. the 
same time, the group is so goofy 
that it’s hard take seriously. For 
starters, Love Won Out’s Web site is 
a case study in garbled messages: 
sometimes being gay sounds spooky, 


like being a Scientologist or a 
Moonie (“Alan Chambers left homo- 
sexuality in1991...”). Other times, 
it just sounds like an awkward 
cosmetic condition (“he specializes 
in the treatment of men with 
unwanted homosexuality”). 
Then there are the dubious 
qualifications of Love Won 
Out’s featured speakers, two 
of whom were educated at 
Biola University, a La Miran- 
da, California, institution 
best known for its 
I Love Lucy archive. 

Lamest of all, though, may 
the picture straightness 
that Love Won Out is selling. 
Here’s how the unfortunately 
named Melissa Fryrear, a self-de- 
scribed ex-lesbian and Love Won Out 
panelist, describes her “restoration” 
to “womanhood”: “Goodness! Who 
knew there was so much to learn: 
plucking eyebrows, hair bleaches, 
hair waxings, facial mud masks, eye- 
lash curlers, manicures, pedicures, 
push-up bras, tummy tuckers,.rear- 
end boosters, last year’s colors, and 
next year’s fashions ...” 

Take a deep breath, everybody. 
If that’s the best that Love Won Out 
can do, Massachusetts has nothing 
to worry about.

BURN, BABY, BURN Building 
better biodiesel. 


Can you think of a better way to spend a 
Friday night than hanging out with 
guys and one girl, brainstorming ways 
to produce your own biodiesel fuel? 

Maybe you can. But the members of 
Alt.Fuel Club, which met at Spargs In- 
dustrial Arts Club in Woburn last Fri- 
day, may one day get their revenge. 

The fledgling group’s first mission 
is to construct a system that will mix 
large quantities vegetable oil with 
smaller amounts of alcohol and lye, 
producing drums of biodiesel — a 
clean-burning alternative fuel for use 
in regular diesel engines. 

the brainchild 35-year- 
old Tim Panagos, former software en- 
gineer who hankered for more hands- 
work life. Last year, the soft-spoken 
Massachusetts Institute Technology 
graduate took over the garage-like 


space in Woburn, just 20 minutes from 
Boston, and filled the cement interior 
with giant welding machines, indus- 
trial wood saws, and a sandblaster. 
Now, amid growing piles scrap metal, 
snowboards, and old motorcycles, be- 
ginners and experts work side by side 
creating everything from furniture 
custom-made barbecues. “He’s got 
everything need this the per- 
fect space,” gushed Matthew Mazzotta, 
28, co-creator of the Buscycle, a pedal- 
powered bus under construction in a 
corner of the workspace. 

On Friday (the group’s second 
meeting), Panagos sketched a sim- 
ple model the fuel system 
white board the front the 
room. Someone suggested making 
soap out of the glycerin that sepa- 


rates from the oil during production. 


Political commentary drifted beneath 
the surface: “I’m interested in a fuel 
that doesn’t require a war or overseas 
drilling,” one biodiesel enthusiast said. 
The running joke the evening was 
whether or not vegetable-oil-based 
biodiesel produces the smell of French 
fries when it’s burned power car. The 
question especially important given 
the club’s plan to recycle fryolator oil 
from Burger King to make its biodiesel. 
“It runs well in the car,” reported 
34-year-old Ron Wold, a tall, red-head- 
ed mechanic who drives diesel cars, 
and who destroyed a blender making 
his own biodiesel batches. The fuel also 
has renewable sources (soybean crops) 
and cleaner emissions (regular diesel 
fuel coughs up the greenhouse gases 
blamed for global warming). Plus, 
Wold’s biodiesel smelled like stir-fry, 
he said, or “a fire in the kitchen.”

Jon Whitney isn’t shy about saying that 
he’s way ahead of the curve. The 33-year- 
old Arlington resident is quick to point 
out that Brainwashed.com, the Web site 
he founded in 1996, was one of the first 
add sound samples record reviews. 
He also likes to note that Brainwashed, 
online purveyor what calls the 
“weirder side of eclectic music,” wrote 
about bands like Sigur Rés, the Dresden 
Dolls, and Antony and the Johnsons long 
before they were “the bees’ knees.” And 
Whitney started recording a weekly 
Brainwashed podcast way back last De- 
cember. want stay the forefront 
things,” says Whitney. “We always 
have our ear the ground.” 

It’s been lifelong inclination. The 
Amherst native began collecting records 
the age four. went into record 
pointed to two records: Rod Stewart’s ‘Do 
Think I’m Sexy’ and the Bee Gees’ 
‘Tragedy,’” says Whitney, over an El 
Tesoro Silver margarita Rudy’s, Mex- 
ican restaurant frequents Teele 
Square. “I’ve always been into death and 
sex.” At 13, he had a radio show on 
UMass’s community-friendly station 
WMIUA. At 15, he’d already secured a 
record-store job. By 19, he was intern- 
ing in Manhattan at major labels like 
Virgin and Capitol Records. 

Working at a major label, Whitney 
learned right away, didn’t mean handling 
music you liked. “I would hear one Paula 
Abdul song times eight-hour 
day,” he recounts gravely, like a patient re- 
living traumatic experience for shrink. 

So Whitney returned to Boston, and 
in 1996 he started Brainwashed. The 
site was primarily just an umbrella 
domain to host Web sites for bands he 
loved, like Meat Beat Manifesto and 
Greater Than One. But over the next 
six years, Brainwashed (along with 
its online weekly magazine, the 
Brain) steadily became recognizable 
entity among a small, international 
population Wire-reading, Throbbing 
Gristle-loving “hardcore music nerds.” 
So hardcore that in 1999, Brainwashed 
formally boycotted major-label reviews, 
instead focusing on lesser known im- 
prints like Kranky and Mute. 

Two years ago, Whitney would 
start videotaping interviews with the 
likes Magnolia Electric the Lo- 
cust, and Arab Strap. To date, there are 
116 interviews the site. Also under the 


name Brainwashed, Whitney has re- 
leased five seven-inch singles and one 
full-length CD. still don’t consider my- 
self having a label, even though I have all 
these records,” he says, spreading a stack 
of CDs and vinyl singles on the table. 
Whitney isn’t the only contributor 
to Brainwashed — he estimates that 
there are about 50 people with “their 
hands in the code.” The site and its vari- 
ous offshoots aren’t a full-time job: by 
day he’s a Web developer (he’s also been 
a ’ZBC DJ since 1995). Nevertheless, the 
music site still round-the-clock re- 
sponsibility. “I love doing Brain- 
washed, but it needs con- 
stant attention — it’s likea 
puppy,” says. Brain- 
washed about apply 
for nonprofit status;

ally make any money now, Whitney’s 
hoping that nonprofit.status will allow 
him to obtain grants. 

But even without the money, the site 
hasn’t been without its rewards. “It’s an 
accomplishment every single day when 
someone sends you a note that says, ‘I re- 
ally appreciate what you do. I used to lis- 
ten to Radiohead’” — he says this like he’s 
sucking a lemon —’” and now I've learned 
about so much more music through your 
site. That makes me proud.’”

rolling rip-off 


In a few days, the city of Boston will ruin its 
esteemed reputation in the arts community. 

If you haven’t heard the news: a British rock-and- 
roll band called the Rolling Stones will play Ameri- 
can rock-and-roll music at venerable Fenway Park, an 
American baseball field, on Sunday, August 21. It’s as 
if the Boston Tea Party happened for nothing. 

But let’s forget the rivalry of nations for a second. 
Like most Americans my age —15, but I read 
CNN.com every morning, and I help out with my 
younger siblings so my parents can go out on the 
weekends grew with rock and roll, and was 
totally there when it started way back in 1993. More 
important, and unlike the Rolling Stones, I have 
respect for rock and roll’s greats. those old 
guys wants to admit it, but Green Day invented rock 
music two years before “the Stones” got their big 
“start” on the Microsoft Windows 95 commercial. 
Green Day didn’t call that album Dookie for nothing — 
everything else after it, by comparison, sounded exact- 
ly like it. What’s my point? Why get the Rolling Stones 
when we can get the Strokes or Jet or the guys from 
Louis XIV, all bands that the Stones shamelessly rip off? 
This is not rocket science — this is “rock science.” 

This is not kids ripping off kids. The Rolling 
Stones are old guys with hefty pensions, using their 
retirement money to buy lessons and guitar equipment 
while the real rock and rollers, such as the kids in my 
band, Gravity’s Lovechild, are stuck in Ms. Mannion’s 
math class cheating on algebra tests.

ZOMBIE DOGS! 

Scientists at the Safar Center for Resuscitation Research, in 
Pittsburgh, announced in June that they had drained dogs of 
their blood, filled them with a replacement fluid, and then 
revived them by successfully reinfusing blood three hours 
later, thus creating temporary “zombie” dogs. During the 
three hours, the dogs were clinically dead, with no heartbeat 
or brain activity, but after reinfusion and electric shocks, 
they came back life, and appeared normal with brain 
damage. (Not all dogs made back, though.) spokesman 
said the technique could be tried on humans within a year. 


SPRINGSTEEN WOULD PROUD 

Philadelphia firefighter was hospitalized critical condi- 
tion, and his wife and their three children were injured, in 
Atlantic City in June after an accident at the Steel Pier amuse- 
ment park.

And WSB-TV reported in June 
that a man had been hospitalized in Forest City, Georgia, 
after, according to a witness, attempting to repair a speaker 
wire by using, in some undisclosed way, a .22-caliber bullet. 
“At some point,” the station reported, “the man ended 
with piece wire his neck.”

THE AT-LARGE BOSTON CITY COUNCIL CANDIDACY KOREAN-BORN, 
PRINCETON-EDUCATED SAM YOON OFFERS TELLING SNAPSHOT 
HOW POLITICS PLAYED BOSTON THESE DAYS. 


In fits and starts, the city’s parochial and 
polarized electoral culture is evolving, as Yoon’s 
candidacy demonstrates. Ten years ago it would 
have been almost unimaginable. Today, Yoon is 
seen as eminently viable, although the odds on 
his election are still up in the air. 

Ina city where white residents are now ina 
slight minority, but white voters still deter- 
mine the broad contours public life, Yoon’s 
candidacy is hard evidence of the rise of a new 

_immigrant community. Like the very diverse 
Latino community, Boston’s Asians are less a 
monolithic block of voters than a collection 
smaller ethnic populations who have 
least one thing in common: they are, at the 
moment, political outsiders. 

Outsiders trying to become insiders is one 
politics’ great themes, and nowhere that 
more true than Boston. The Irish replaced 
the Yankees; the Italians have won a place at 
the table; African-Americans and, to a lesser 
extent, voters of Spanish-speaking heritage 
have put themselves the map. Now comes 


Yoon, hoping to score an ethnic first by play- 
ing the diversity card and stressing his pro- 
gressive ideas — even as he appeals to the 
city’s base traditional neighborhood voters. 
that could endear Yoon the latter 
group comes four minutes into his stump 
speech, after he describes his family and men- 
tions his experience teaching math (in the 
New Jersey public schools) and developing af- 
fordable housing (at Chinatown’s Asian Com- 
munity Development Corporation). “I’ma 
Christian,” Yoon tells his audience at the Su- 
san Bailis Assisted Living Community Mass 
Ave. “I’m a religious person, and my Christian 
faith calls on me to do more wherever I 
can.... That the deepest, most 
reason why standing before you today.” 
Later, when asked the Phoenix about this 
public profession of faith, Yoon —a tall, slen- 
der, somewhat soft-spoken 35-year-old — says 
that some his advisers warned against 
making campaign staple. “My response 
is, that line was put in for a reason, because it

“Just clear the air, I’m

faith in Jesus Christ and believe in equal 
rights for all.” 

Yoon’s reasoning will tested Sep- 
tember’s preliminary election, when the 15- 
person at-large field winnowed eight. 
Maybe the Christianity line will spook secu- | 
lar progressives who think politics needs less 
religion, not more. But it could also provide 
shared cultural reference point for voters 
— particularly white conservatives — who 
might otherwise balk at voting for an Asian- 
American. 

Which brings back ethnicity. Techni- 
cally, Yoon may not be the first Asian-Ameri- 
can to run for office in Boston; Diana Lam, an 
educational administrator of mixed Latino 
and Asian descent, mounted an abortive 
three-day campaign against Mayor Ray Flynn 
in 1991. But if he wins, Yoon would be the 
first Asian elected municipal office. 

Whether does could hinge put 
bluntly — how much mileage he gets out of his 
ancestry. The 2000 Census puts Boston’s Asian 
population at about 44,000, or 7.5 percent of 
the city’s total. But this number includes both | 
Chinese-Americans (almost 20,000 and grow- | 
ing slowly) and Vietnamese-Americans (almost | : 


11,000 and growing rapidly), as well as East 
Indian-Americans (less than 5000 and growing 
fast) and other smaller groups. Furthermore, 

most of them don’t vote: a recent study by 

UMass Boston’s Institute for Asian American 
Studies found that less than percent 

Boston’s Asians are registered voters. I 

In a best-case scenario for Yoon, his } 
Korean ancestry allows both the Chinese 
and Vietnamese blocs which tend view 
each other rivals claim him their 
own. Along with Boston’s small Korean com- } 
munity and the other Asian subgroups, they | 
could back his campaign and vote for him in } 
unexpectedly high numbers. In a worst-case 
scenario, his hypothetical ethnic base remains 
exactly that. 

Of course, Yoon’s ethnicity could offer oth- 
er advantages. He could be an attractive choice 
for white liberals frustrated by the continued 
white domination of Boston politics, not to 
mention white conservatives eager demon- 
strate their own broad-mindedness — espe- 
cially since residents get four at-large votes. 
Blacks and Latinos, too, might want to add 
another person color the council. “The 
very fact that Yoon has the endorsement 
Mel King” — the African-American communi- 
ty activist and 1983 mayoral candidate —“is 
huge the African-American community,” 
says political consultant Joyce Ferriabough. 

There’s just one catch: at-large councilor 
Felix Arroyo is already a favorite of Latinos, 
blacks, and white progressives, all of whom 
Yoon seems to be targeting as well. (Jim 
Spencer, veteran progressive consultant 
who was former congressman Joe Kennedy’s 
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political director and worked with Arroyo 
2003, is currently advising Yoon; whether 
he’ll also work for Arroyo remains to be seen.) 

Earlier this summer, relations between 
the Yoon and Arroyo camps seemed rather 
tense. A December 2004 Bay State Banner article 
quoted Yoon as saying that he shared the 
goals Arroyo and his progressive col- 
leagues, District Seven councilor Chuck Turn- 
er and District Four councilor Charles Yancey, 
but would use different methods if elected. 
Last month, at the endorsement meeting of 
the Ward Four Committee (which represents 
the southern Back Bay), an Arroyo staffer 
complained about Yoon’s comments; the 
Ward Four Committee subsequently endorsed 
Arroyo, but not Yoon. 

Afterward, Yoon wrote a letter to the Ban- 
which lavished praise Arroyo and 
his fellow progressives and complained that 
his remarks were taken out of context. Today, 
Felix Arroyo Jr., who serves as his father’s 
campaign director, says there’s no ill will. 
“Any sort of tensions that are being reported are 
extremely overblown,” says Arroyo Jr. “Felix 
prides himself being able work well 
with anybody, and if Sam’s a new face on the 
council, it’ll be that same relationship.” 

The cool neutrality of these comments is 
striking. With Maura Hennigan ceding her 
at-large seat to run for mayor, the council’s 
isolated progressive contingent poised 
get even weaker. Yoon could become useful 
ally for Arroyo and his fellow liberals. But 
instead quietly helping campaign, 
the Arroyo camp seems inclined to view him 
as just another rival. For Yoon — who needs 
all the help he can get in the next three 
months — this is hardly good news. 


SWORD DAMOCLES 
FOR CABRAL? 
Ayear ago, the political question the moment 
was whether Tom Finneran, then-Speaker 
the Massachusetts House Representatives, 
would actually be indicted for perjury. Now 
Suffolk County sheriff Andrea Cabral — who’s 
Teportedly the subject of a federal grand-jury 
investigation involving possible perjury has 
replaced Finneran as the object of such curios- 
ity. The investigation of Cabral allegedly focus- 
es on her sworn testimony regarding Sheila 
Porter, an FBI informant and former nurse at 
the Suffolk County House of Correction. Porter, 
who worked as a contractor, says she was 
barred from the jail for assisting the FBI with 
its investigation of inmate abuse there, and 
has filed civil suit her own; Cabral report- 
edly testified that Porter was barred for failing 
to properly document an incident of abuse. 

At present, no charges have been announced 
by US Attorney Michael Sullivan. And many

Cabral supporters say they’re confident the 
sheriff will emerge unscathed. “Knowing 
the sheriff as well as I do, and having spo- 
ken to her about a lot of what’s going on, 
it’s hard for me to believe that anyone’s 
legally going to corner her and her legal 
team,” says political consultant Frank Pe- 
Tullo, who worked on Cabral’s 2004 cam- 
paign. “These are some of the sharpest le- 
gal minds Boston.” 

Maybe so. Still, there’s been a steady 
stream ominous reportage about Cabral’s 
situation, with the Boston Herald writing 
last week that Governor Mitt Romney was 
considering whom to appoint as her suc- 
cessor if Cabral is indicted and steps down. 
(Also, in what seems to be a professional 
hazard for sheriffs, 10 jail guards filed suit 
against Cabral, charging that they were 
de-deputized as punishment for supporting 
her opponent, city councilor Steve Murphy, 
in last year’s Democratic primary.) 

If things keep getting worse for Cabral, 
her own political future may be in jeop- 
ardy. Outside of Cabral’s inner circle, no 
one knows if the sheriff harbors loftier as- 
pirations. But if she’s actually indicted — 
even if the charges don’t stick — the taint 
could be hard to shake, especially given the 
general inability of previous Suffolk County 
sheriffs to move on to bigger and better 
things. (Neither Bob Rufo, who was known 
as a serious policy wonk, nor Dennis Kear- 
ney, popular old-school politician, had 
much success with mayoral bids.) 

Cabral indictment could also pose 
problems for Matt O’Malley, the at-large 
Boston City Council candidate. O’Malley 
ran well in 2003, but wasn’t elected; this 
year, he’s been popular pick land one 
the council’s four at-large slots. However, 
O’Malley — who managed Cabral’s 2004 
campaign has also made every effort 
hitch his star to the sheriff’s. Earlier this 
year, for example, O’Malley’s fliers featured 
him and Cabral standing front 
happy crowd supporters; from the pic- 
ture alone, it was hard to tell who the 
candidate was. O’Malley may be able to 
draw on the legacy of his 2003 run if Cabral 
gets indicted. But have change his 
sales pitch, and fast. 

Then there’s the question the over- 
arching change Cabral’s win was supposed 
to represent. Few observers thought Cabral 
would beat Murphy in the Democratic pri- 
mary. When she did, her win was promptly 
folded into a narrative of mounting progres- 
sive and minority electoral strength, a story 
that began with Arroyo’s 2003 council win. 

For now, most political observers seem to 
agree that, even if things continue getting 

worse for Cabral, the bigger sea 
change represented her election 
will continue apace. “Neither Arroyo 
nor Cabral are the change the po- 
litical landscape — they’re just the 
the change,” says 
one progressive observer. 

It’s compelling argument. Af- 
ter all, Cabral’s impolitic personal 
style has been widely noted, and 
the collective desire for progres- 
sive voice on the council seems as 
responsible for Arroyo’s success 
his own political skills. Further- 
more, Cabral’s no longer the end of 
the story. Earlier this year, ina 
striking bit of electoral symbolism, 
Linda Dorcena Forry — a Haitian- 
American won special election 
fill the izth Suffolk House seat 
vacated by Finneran. Maybe Yoon 
will the next candidate color 
to turn heads by winning election; 
maybe someone else will. Whatev- 
er happens to Cabral, the seismic 
shift Boston’s political landscape 
will continue. The only question is, 
how quickly? ©

August 24 by the New York Times Company —

With the newspaper industry frantically 
searching for new readers and revenues, cer- 
tain segments the ethnic press have become 
popular targets in recent years. From Knight 
Ridder’s newspaper San Jose 
Gannett’s Hispanic publication in Phoenix, 
major media companies are scrambling 


plant flag the growing ethnic marketplace. 
That strategy appears vindicated June 
survey conducted for New California Media, 
an association of more than 700 ethnic-media 
organizations, which concluded that 29 million 
adults the prefer their own ethnic news 
sources the mainstream press. 

But the Times’ decision to launch a free- 
distribution 10,000-circulation weekly for an 
African-American readership risky and con- 
troversial on several counts.

The New York Times already publishes daily 
paper in Gainesville, Florida, the 47,000-cir- 
culation Gainesville Sun, which will serve as a 
major resource and the headquarters of the 
Gainesville Guardian. Most Guardians will dis- 
tributed free charge, with delivery targeted 
to homes, businesses, and African-American 
churches. Copies will also be available in 
news boxes in East Gainesville. 

“It will have its own staff and infrastructure, 
but coming from the Gainesville Sun, it will have 
benefits from that association,” says Times 
Company spokesman Toby Usnik. “We realized 
through market research that East Gainesville 
was an underserved area by the Gainesville Sun.” 
The target audience, says, “largely 
African-American, but it’s community paper.” 

According to Usnik, the Guardian budget 
calls for five full-time employees, and thus 
far, the paper has hired editor, one full- 
time general-assignment reporter, and ad- 
vertising salesperson. The editor Charlotte 
Roy, former managing editor the black- 
owned Atlanta Daily World and founding 
member the National Association Black 
Journalists. (In response to a request for an 
interview with Roy, Usnik said she was not 
available to comment for this story.) 

In June, New California Media surveyed 
nearly 1900 African-American, Asian-American, 
Arab-American, Native American, and Hispan- 
ic adults, and concluded that 80 percent of 
these populations consumed some form 
ethnic media on a regular basis. 

In the 2005 version of its annual State of the 
News Media survey, the Project for Excellence 
Journalism reported numbers from the Lati- 
no Print Network indicating that from 2000 to 
2003, ad revenue for Spanish-language news- 
papers increased by more than $250 million. 
According Latino Print Network stats cited 
the study, mainstream media organizations 
now own almost Hispanic publications, 
million.

Sullivan, who started as a Globe freelancer in 
19793 and has been on staff for 17 years, was best 
known as a rock critic and a habitué of the local 
nightlife. “He was like the Johnny Rotten of the 
Globe,” said one colleague. “This guy was a mar- 
quee name for many years.” 

In recent years, Sullivan's role at the paper 
was reduced as he moved from music to gossip to 
the Calendar section and ultimately to the new 
Sidekick supplement. Last month, he was placed 
on indefinite suspension, reportedly for a number 
of reasons that included publicly deni- 
grating Sidekick and accepting gifts or 
favors. Sullivan is negotiating a formal 
exit from the paper and is not expected 
to return. 

After spending time as a 
freelancer, Temin became a Globe 
staffer in 1983 and served prima- 
rily as a dance and art critic. She 
cut a wide swath in Boston's 
arts community and was

There’s some unease about how 
the two were treated, but also an acknowledge- 
ment that both made mistakes and provided 
fodder for their critics. 

“An impartial person would side with the 
Globe,” said one source at the paper. 
“People feel that the two of 
them were milking 
the system.” 


said, “What is so galling is that White-owned 
media companies that have done such an em- 
barrassingly poor job of accurately portraying 
people of color on their pages and broadcast 
outlets are now seeking to supplant the only 
legitimate Black media voices that have per- 
formed that task admirably for more than a 
century.” 

Usnik responds to critics by citing grass- 
roots support Gainesville. thrilled 
that the community and business leaders in 
Gainesville are all upbeat,” he says.

farther, to less than a third of homicides 
solved since the start of 2004. 

But even these “solved” cases don’t stand 
up to scrutiny. Nationally, just six percent 
murder defendants urban-county trials 
win acquittals; in Boston, an astonishing 27 
percent have been acquitted over the past 
eight years. Since the start 2004, juries 
have found just 16 of 30 Boston murder de- 
fendants guilty. (Seven were acquitted all 
charges, three were found guilty only as- 
sault and battery, and four received mistri- 
als.) Boston also has an unusually high 
number of convictions reversed on appeal or 
vacated as wrongful. San Francisco, for in- 
stance, has released two people wrongfully 
convicted of murder in the past 15 years; 
Boston released that many last year alone. 

Simply put, the BPD’s homicide unit has 
the worst track record any big-city police 
department the country. 

At the same time, Boston’s homicide rate 
continues to rise, in sharp contrast with the 
trend in other US cities. Nationally, the mur- 
der rate its lowest decades and still 
dropping. But Boston track for its high- 
est murder tally since the early 1990s — even 
though its population has shrunk. Boston 
had an official total of 225 homicides between 
2001 and 2004 — an increase of more than 50 
percent from the previous four years. oth- 
city experienced anything similar. 


The two phenomena may not coinci- 
dental. National Institute Justice 
urban-homicide study found that a city’s low 
arrest rate leads to a higher murder rate in 
both that same year and the following one. 

Most obviously, an unsolved murder 
leaves a murderer on the loose. More broadly, 
it reduces the deterrent effect of the law by 
showing that people can, fact, get away 
with murder. And it leaves angry friends and 
family the victim more take justice 
and vengeance into their own hands. 

Not only is Boston’s arrest rate terrible, 
but thanks to our incredibly overburdened 
court system, victims’ families and friends 
must wait years for a trial even if an arrest 
occurs. In the rest of the US, half of all mur- 
der defendants have their cases adjudicated 
within one year of their indictment. In 
Boston, forget about punishment within 
one year, or even two; only one homicide 
prosecution the past months out 
166 has seen the killer sentenced all. 

What’s more, certain murders are even 
less likely solved. When the victim 
black man aged 17 to 35 — as is the case in 
nearly half all Boston homicides the ar- 
rest rate over the past six years is just 31 per- 
cent. (The map this page shows how this 
has played out since the start of 2004, in the 
roughly six-square-mile patch of Dorch- 
ester, Mattapan, and Roxbury where almost 
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half the city’s killings take place and 
where hardly any get solved.) 

Local law-enforcement, political, and 
civic leaders have repeatedly blamed the 
problem on the city’s residents, saying that 
people are unwilling come forward and tell 
what they know when a murder happens. 

In fact, three years ago the BPD 
essentially gave up on solving murders, 
deciding that the lack cooperative wit- 
nesses made the goal of actually solving 
crimes unrealistic. This concession appears 
policing-award application for the 2002 
Unsolved Shootings Project, the BPD’s re- 
sponse to “shootings on the rise and shooters 
getting away scot-free,” as the BPD wrote in 
the application. Since solving shootings and 
arresting the shooters was too much to ask, 
“the goal of the project evolved from clear- 
ance to deterrence,” the document says. 

The result has been a complete failure 
on both counts. The homicide rate has 
climbed to its highest point in a decade, 
while arrest rates for gun homicides have 
plunged the lowest ever the city. 

There’s no reason to blame that on 
Boston residents. There are many obvious

reasons for the alarming trend right inside 
the BPD’s homicide unit. 


DISGRACEFUL CONDUCT 

Is there any piece of our local investigatory sys- 
tem that hasn’t been recently exposed as a to- 
tal disgrace? Detectives have used sloppy, out- 
dated techniques for working crime scenes, in- 
terviewing suspects, maintaining records, and 
obtaining eyewitness identifications. Un- 
trained and incompetent fingerprint analysts 
have been the norm. The crime labs (especially 
before the new BPD lab opened in 2002) have 
been ill-equipped and hopelessly overbur- 
dened. The chief medical examiner can’t keep 
body parts with the right bodies. FBI labs have 
been caught sending liars and junk-science 
practitioners to testify. Detectives can’t keep 
track of case documents and evidence, and 
they cover up deals made for testimony. 

And police officers lie. In just the past 12 
months, in six entirely separate cases, the 
BPD, the Suffolk County District Attorney’s 
Office, the Supreme Judicial Court, a federal 
jury, a US District Court judge, and a com- 
mission led by a former US attorney all 
concluded that BPD officers had perjured 


themselves or lied to investigators. 

Even the difficulty of finding witnesses 
often stems from police practice. After can- 
vassing a neighborhood when called toa 
murder scene, police rarely return to recan- 
vass at a time when residents might be less 
concerned about being seen talking to po- 
lice. As of last fall, the BPD had no Spanish- 
speaking homicide detectives, nor any con- 
versant in Cape Verdean Creole. (The BPD 
did not respond to inquiries or agree to inter- 
view requests for this article.) 

Most important, police often just don’t 
seek out obvious people to talk to, as the 
Phoenix has repeatedly discovered. In one un- 
solved murder case from earlier this year, 
the victim’s roommate had yet to be ap- 
proached by police two weeks after the mur- 
der. In another open case, from last fall, the 
victim’s business partner, who had been 
with him on the day of his death, says she 
has never been contacted by police. 

“That’s not uncommon at all,” says Rick 
Hamilton, private investigator Natick. 
Hamilton frequently works for murder defen- 
dants in Boston, seeking out potential wit- 
nesses — as he did for Anthony Parrish, ac- 
quitted this year of the July 2002 murder of 
Darrel Vilifana Noriega. “People who [Parrish] 
was with that night, some of the key people, 
they never tried to talk to,” Hamilton says. 

“I can’t tell you how frustrating it was to 
do my civic duty with how the BPD handled 
the case,” says a juror from a 2005 trial, 
which ended in a hung-jury mistrial for 
Cordell Jones. “If the BPD had at least can- 
vassed the neighborhood, used the IBIS 
[ballistics-matching] system, and had original 
notes along with the typed file, it may have 
made it easier to come to a unanimous deci- 
sion,” he tells the Phoenix. 

In March, 18-year-old Giresse Dianswecki 
was fatally shot his doorstep. Although 
the Phoenix reported in April that three girls 
in a nearby park had seen Dianswecki hold- 
ing a gun and driving with several other men 
roughly 15 minutes before the shooting, po- 
lice still have not questioned the girls. 

Perhaps that’s because detectives investigat- 
ing Dianswecki’s murder have a set theory of 
the case, formulated early at the scene based on 
one person’s suggestion. According to this the- 
ory, Dianswecki was surprised at his doorway 
by a 15-year-old from down the street who had 
come to kill him. That 15-year-old has since 
been indicted, without any direct evidence, 
witnesses, or motive, according to people close

At least four lawsuits against the BPD, specifically relating 

to the homicide unit, are active in federal court, working their way 
toward trial. That's in addition to exonerated men who are seeking 
restitution under the state’s new wrongful-conviction-compensa- 
tion law, which requires applicants to forego civil litigation. 


STEPHAN COWANS CITY BOSTON AL. 
FILED JULY 27, 2005 
On May 30, 1997, Sergeant Gregory Gallagher chased a black 
man in Jamaica Plain for allegedly staring at two young girls. 
The man eventually stole Gallagher's gun and shot him twice, 
non-fatally. The perpetrator then entered a home where he 
spent 10 minutes with a woman and her two children, and 
drank a glass of water, before fleeing. 

Because an officer was involved, the homicide unit led 
the investigation. Witnesses described the shooter as tall, and 
Cowans is 5’9”; the woman and both children failed to identify 
Cowans; and the department's automated print-matching data- 
base did not match his prints to those on the glass. Still, about two 
weeks later, for reasons never explained, Cowans emerged as a sus- 
pect. He was convicted a year later and sentenced to 35 to SO years 
prison. The key evidence was Cowans, and the 
false claim that print matched one the 


DNA evidence exonerated Cowans in january 2004, but not 
before he had lost seven years of his life — missing his mother's 
funeral and contracting hepatitis C along the way.

The Suffolk County DA's office found that 
police withheld vital information, including one wit- 
ness’s memory problems due to brain cancer; another 
witness's having been “fed” details of the crime and 
descriptions of Drumgold; and various threats, 
intimidation, and arrangements made with witnesses. 
Drumgold is suing Detective Timothy Callahan and 
two other officers who led the investigation, as well as 
former police commissioner Mickey Roache, for violating 
his civil rights.

But New Orleans and Washington deal with hundreds 
more homicides each year.

to the case. Meanwhile, police have not looked 
into alternative avenues of investigation, such 
what the girls the park saw. 

This is unfortunately typical of how mur- 
der cases are often investigated in Boston: 
detectives leap conclusion based one 
bit circumstantial evidence one person’s 
often-questionable claim, and then seek — 
and believe — only evidence and testimony 
that supports that conclusion. 

Suffolk County prosecutor Mark Lee has for- 
merly explained to the Phoenix that at some 
point in every investigation, the focus switches 
from solving the case to proving it. He was speak- 
ing specifically about the investigation of Abdul 
Raheem, convicted in 2002 of murdering his 
mother, Mary Chatman (see “Did He Murder 
His Mother?”, News and Features, April1). De- 
tectives “solved” the crime almost immediately. 
Once they switched to “proving” the case — 
against Raheem — they no longer collected or 
tested evidence, or interviewed witnesses, that 
were not part of their case against him. 

Unfortunately, many detectives remain in 
the habit of jumping from solving to proving too 
quickly, and based on too little. Take the case 
of 17-year-old Tacaray Jones, who was fatally 
shot MBTA bus this spring. few weeks 
after the killing, Sergeant Detective Daniel 
Keeler — now no longer assigned to the homi- 
cide unit where he earned the nickname “Mr. 
Homicide,” but still working closely with 
those detectives — told this reporter there was 
“no question” that Ivan Hodge had committed 
the murder. Hodge had been found in the area 
afterward, and is believed to have shot at 
Jones once last year. Case closed, apparently. 
But Hodge did not do it; thanks to a witness 
who came forward to Hodge’s defense attor- 
ney, the Commonwealth has charged another 
young man with the shooting, and reduced 
the charges against Hodge. 


RUSH JUDGMENT 

Given all this, the BPD’s inability to solve 
murders is not so surprising. In fact, 

what’s surprising — stunning, even — is the 
department ’s success in solving certain kinds 
of homicides. 

In homicides committed from 2000 to 
2002, for instance, the BPD homicide unit 
made arrests in every case with a female vic- 
tim, every case with a victim younger than 
17, and in all but one case with a white, non- 
Hispanic victim. 

This huge disparity in homicide-solution 
rates based on the race, gender, or age of the 
victim simply does not exist most other 
cities. In fact, a major University of Maryland 
study of 1999 homicide-clearance rates found 
that “the sex and race of the victim did not 
have significant effect closing the case” 
in the cities they examined, which did not 
include Boston. A more recent study, by Ohio 
State University researcher Richard Lund- 
man, found the same thing. Another study, 
soon to be published by Kenneth Litwin of the 
University of Michigan, finds that the race of 
the victim has a slight but growing effect on 
whether police make arrest but nothing 
close to the difference seen in Boston. 

“I don’t know how to make sense of [the 
Boston data], except that it looks very, very 
strange,” Lundman says. 

What did matter, the Maryland study 
found, were police practices, including the 
actions of the first officers on the scene; 
how quickly detectives, evidence techni- 
cians, and medical examiners respond; the 
number of detectives assigned; and inter- 
viewing of neighbors. 

It’s possible that BPD homicide detectives 
are running great investigations in high- 
profile cases, such those involving chil- 
dren, women, or older victims. But it’s also 
possible that they are pushing ahead with 
arrests those cases appease the public, 
and that the investigations are just as 
flawed those that attract less attention. 

In fact, these high-profile cases are the ones 
that most often seem to fall apart in the end.

There was a frisson in the air at the Theater

he Newport Jazz 
Festival (or, as it’s 
been known 
officially for the 
past 21 years: JVC 
Jazz Festival — Newport, R.I.)

Since the de- 
mise of the big bands and its 
end as a dance music and as 
pop, jazz has been an inti- 
mate, minority art form. This 
past weekend, August 13 and 
14, George Wein and his Fes- 
tival Productions booked 
more than two dozen sepa- 
acts three stages 
the 10,000-capacity Fort 
Adams State Park. That’s a lot 
of artists’ fees, and as Wein 
likes to say, “You can’t have a 
festival without people.” Last 
year, for the festival’s 50th 
anniversary, Wein, for the 
first time in years, booked a 
“pure” jazz festival without 
any pop crowd pleasers. This 
year, he went for purity 
again, and by the end of the 
Sunday-night grand-finale 
all-star 8o0th-birthday tribute 
drummer Roy Haynes, 
spokesperson was calling the 
event success: 7200 people 
on Saturday, 6100 on Sunday. 
Enough to put the festival in 
the black and, more impor- 
tant, please its title sponsor. 

As an annual barometer 
of the music’s health, New- 
port good for report-card keeping: who 
played and how well? But with its born-again 
esthetic, it also offers the irresistible chance 
to ask the big questions: what can drawa 
crowd? What can hold a crowd? What can 
crowd? How artistically successful 
can this nuanced instrumental music be 
when has project the cheap seats and 
do it in that worst of all venues for musi- 
cians: the great outdoors? 

This year’s curtain raiser was instructive. 
Eartha Kitt is a 78-year-old cabaret artist used 
hundred people. Friday night at the Newport 
Casino of the International Tennis Hall of 
Fame, she played to a few thousand. This 
was musical theater more than it was jazz. 
But theatrics — Kitt’s crack comedy timing, 
and superb lighting that even benefitted 
from the Newport fog rolling across the stage 
in the steamy night — had the audience in 
the far grandstand alternately cracking 
and swooning. Kitt knew how deliver 
lyric so those grandstanders could hear every 
word. Of course, Stephen Sondheim’s “I’m 
Still Here” was the prefect opener. But with 
lines like “I lived through Shirley Temple —

and I’m here,” and references to the WPA, 
you have to wonder. The crowd was old — but 
not that old, and people seemed nostalgic for 
a time before they were born. Kitt’s opener, 
the Artie Shaw Orchestra, got some applause 
of recognition when leader Dick Johnson an- 
nounced tunes like “Frenesi” and “Stardust” 
and “Begin the Beguine,” and then again af- 
ter the opening bars of the melody. It was 
like 1945 all over again guess. 


Big bands are a hard sell, for whatever 

reason. Audiences want solo stars, and, 
besides, big bands are old-fashioned. But the 
Dave Holland Big Band, the Sunday-morning 
opener, got some of the best spontaneous 
ovations of the weekend. Holland is a bred- 
in-the-bone modernist who traverses lot 
ground (early gigs included Miles Davis and 
Anthony Braxton), and he matches synchro- 
mesh section work and a taste for blues with 
funk beats and corkscrewing melodies. He 
knows how to layer those themes, which he 
did especially well in “Blues for CM.” Like 
that piece’s namesake, Charles Mingus, Hol- 
land appreciates roiling counterpoint, 
set soloists like tenor Chris Potter and

trombonist Robin Eubanks against each oth- 
er, or set the whole band loose as he did in 
“Last Minute Man.” The writing carried the 
pieces from peak to peak, with backing cho- 
horns goosing the soloists from one 
section to the next. It was challenging stuff, 
but Holland took the crowd with him. 

At times, those outdoor acoustics seemed 
the biggest challenge. Sometimes it’s the 
notes you play; sometimes it’s how you play 
them. Steve Nelson of the Holland band 
takes a lot of the vibrato out of his vibra- 
phone, and his hard, dry, crystalline tone 
cut through the breezes on that point jutting 
out into Newport Harbor. Patricia Barber, on 
the other hand, one of the brightest lights in 
jazz these days, was all but lost on the main 
stage Saturday. Kitt sang in four languages 
and made you understand all of them; Bar- 
ber’s whispery tones were lost in her “Dan- 
son le Gigue,” and even a familiar chestnut 
like “Norwegian Wood” disappeared the 
damp heat. didn’t help that her band 
trafficked in free tempos. 

Or take Joe Lovano and Dave Liebman, two 
undisputed masters who were also victims of 
the big stage. Their Saxophone Summit outfit 
spun its wheels on the hyperventilating solos 
of the two stars. In his solo feature, the great 
drummer Billy Hart’s cymbal work turned in- 
to indistinct sibilants on the breeze. It didn’t 
help that noisy prop plane dragging 
for Payless Autoglass flew low over the point 
during the performance. 

But compare that with the ever-buttoned- 
down (Wynton wore a tan suit, tie, and French 
cuffs in the 90-degree heat) efficiency of the 
Wynton Marsalis Quintet. Everything they 
played had presence. Was it the clearly defined 
swing and Latin 


rhythms? The hooky 
tunes? Or a better 4, 
soundcheck? Drummer 


Ali Jackson began his so- 
popping his rims and 
hi-hat in clear, swing- 
ing syncopations. Wyn- 
ton’s detractors knock 
his music for being risk- 
free, but as the saying 
goes, it sounded well. 
There’s no applause 
meter at Newport, of 
what worked on the 
main stage and what 
didn’t is still subjective. 
Joshua Redman’s Elastic 
Band played hard and 
funky, but his electronic 
saxophone effects are 
becoming just that: ef- 
fects. He builds better 
solos acoustic set- 
ting, and did the 
finale jamming with 
Haynes. But the crowd 
loved him either way. 
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Likewise Medeski Martin & Wood: they were 
best when they were channeling Mingus (“Nos- 
talgia in Times Square,” with John Medeski on 
acoustic piano), but the audience responded to 
the familiarity of their heavy electric gear. 

The Saturday closer, the Charles Lloyd 
Quartet, made the most of the leader’s loose 
forms, and his own Coltrane-isms packed 
more punch than Liebman’s Lovano’s, prob- 
ably because he didn’t overplay. Even working 
up a tenor-sax fury, he was relaxed. Anda 
flute feature showed off not only his sense of 
form but his beautiful tone. 


any wonder that just about everything 

I caught on the smaller, more contained 
“Pavilion” and “Guitar” stages worked? Both 
were open tents, the Pavilion with about 400 
folding chairs (about twice many people 
could fit into Scullers or the Regattabar), the 
Guitar stage with about half that. But both 
tents were usually overflowing with standees 
who could hear everything via the well-de- 
ployed PA speakers. 

Carla Bley, almost as strict as Wynton, had 
her band in matching black suits. They per- 
formed her 15-minute-plus arrangement of 
“The Star Spangled Banner,” mournful, cele- 
bratory, and comic. Her piano playing was 
simple, spare, personal, with different 
melodies “singing” in different registers. Mc- 
Coy Tyner’s band (with Ravi Coltrane on saxo- 
phone and trumpeter Terell Stafford) and the 
Cannonball Adderley Legacy Band (led by 
drummer Louis Hayes with alto Vincent Her- 
ring and trumpeter Jeremy Pelt) brought hard- 
bop-style fire and tunefulness. 

Some choices for the Pavilion were odd. 
Wouldn’t the trio banjo player Béla Fleck 
(who had jam-band ap- 
peal) and bassist Stanley 
Clarke and violinist 
Jean-Luc Ponty 
(holdovers from the fu- 
sion era with good 
“straight” jazz creden- 
tials) surefire big- 
stage hit, especially 
with Ponty’s acoustic- 
proof electric violin slic- 
ing through the air? 

No matter, I was hap- 
py to sit and watch Don 
Byron jam on oldies 
with pianist Jason 
Moran and drummer 
Hart (better served here) 
while the Haynes festiv- 
ities were getting under 
way at the big stage. 
And when I caught Mark 
Whitfield swinging 
perfect balance with 
bassist Reuben Rogers 
and drummer Donald 
Edwards the Guitar 
tent, I knew I was where 
Ibelonged.

pple Betty have never recorded 

professional studio. The raucous, 

homonymous, seven-song demo 

they sell at shows is just that: a 

seven-song demo they recorded on 
a portable four-track in a rehearsal studio the 
size of a modest walk-in closet. And with the 
exception of bassist Jessica Rodden, who spent 
a year or two in the local indie band the In-Out 
a decade ago, the members had never set foot 
stage front paying audience untila 
little over a month ago at the Kirkland, when 
the punk-blooze duo Mr. Airplane Man invited 
the trio to play an opening set. The following 
night was show #2: opening for the Coffin Lids 
in front of a packed house at the Abbey. Gig #3 
corr.pleted a hat trick of coveted slots, this time 
joining the Chris Brokaw Rock Band at the be- 
hest of Brokaw (Come, Consonant, the New 
Year, etc. . . ) himself as he debuted his latest 
incarnation. It’s been a quick start for a trio of 
rock grirls who all seem to have been waiting 
paciently for the right opportunity. 

“Jessica's the professional in the band,” 
offers singer/guitarist Kerri-Ann Richard, as 
she, drummer Caroline Toth, and Rodden 
meet me at the B-Side Lounge in Cambridge 
to discuss the seemingly sudden appearance 
Apple Betty the local scene. “Caroline 
and I had never been in a real band before. 
We were pretty green.” 

Toth had taken a few drum lessons from 
Brokaw, who though better known for his gui- 
tar playing in Come and in Mission of Burma 
bassist Clint Conley’s other band, Consonant, 
also played drums slo-core band Codeine 
and continues to do so whenever the New Year 
convene. And Richard started playing guitar 
and writing songs when she was in college. 
But all three members of Apple Betty were busy 
building careers outside music until fate inter- 
vened just over a year ago — Toth as a docu- 
mentary filmmaker, Richard in the field of en- 
vironmental engineering (“We clean up a lot of 
hazardous waste sites,” she deadpans), and 
Rodden as a social worker. 

“Jessica and I have known each other for 
10 years,” Richard explains. “We went to 
school at UMass-Lowell and worked at WJUL 
radio station up there. We’ve always hada 
musical connection. As soon as I met her, I 
said, ‘Oh, you’re going to be the bass player 
in my band some day.’ It was musical love at 
first sight. used play all kinds music 
on the radio, like bluegrass and stuff. I’d 
bring acoustic guitar down the radio 
show and we'd pick out a couple of songs. It 
was pretty informal. But she’s known all 
she knows songs from years ago that I’ve 
completely forgotten. So, I’m 30 now, she’s 
getting married, and was like, ‘Are go- 
ing have this goddamn band now 
what?’ You know, our lives are moving on 
and it’s longer when have band. 
just so happened that as soon as we started 
taking it seriously, a mutual friend intro- 
duced Caroline. The first time the two

of us got together, I bared 
my soul and played her all 
my songs.” 

“I remember I was told 
that Kerri was looking for 
people to play music with,” 
Toth says. “I met her ata 
party, and then I saw her at 
the grocery store, and I was 
just like, ‘Let’s play.’” 

“That was in May of 
2004,” Richard continues. 
“It’s kind of corny to say, but 
it just clicked immediately.” 

“I think it was important 
that we had a practice space 
we could just go to and plug 
in and play,” Toth recalls. 

“Yeah, it was easy, we 
were eager, and it just fit,” 
Richard says, finishing off 
Toth’s thought. 

Richard is a natural 
frontperson — she beams 
with confidence, speaks 
her mind, and is never at 
a loss for words. And Toth 
and Rodden keep the trio 
grounded in their own 
ways. They may not be 
eager teens anymore, but 
they’ve got the infectious 
enthusiasm young 
garage band discovering 
the joys of rock and roll. 
It’s that same intangible 
quality Red Sox fans refer 
to when they say Kevin 
Millar’s a “good club- 
house guy.” Apple Betty 
are the kind of band who 
can stick a “sex and drugs 
and rock and roll” refrain 
in a song and get people 

to sing along. The cover 
of the Beatles “Norwegian 
Wood” that closes out the 
Apple Betty strips the 
familiar original down to 
basics — pounding 
drums, a driving bass 
line, and fast-strummed 
Ramonesy barre chords. 
At the same time, 
Richard’s fandom runs 
deep: among her favorites are the dark 
and stormy Wipers, obscure Seattle band 
led by Greg Sage whose “Tragedy” Apple 
Betty also cover. 

“At shows, I’m always the girl who people 
are almost mad at because I’m up in front danc- 
ing and bumping into people,” Richard admits.” 

“Yeah,” Toth laughs, “Kerri is uncharacter- 
istically New England shows: she likes 
dance and sing along, and I think bands really 
appreciate that.” 

“Entertaining people is pretty cool,” 
Richard reflects. ““hat’s always been part

my personality anyway. But now that I’m do- 
ing itina band. . . the spotlight is so great, It’s 
funny because know people from bands who 
will say jaded things, and just think that 
we'll never get jaded.” 


Nobody in the Stairs seems to be the 

least bit jaded. Yet as we grab seats 
around a table at the Kells in Allston, the 
band least the five members who have 
come along to talk — are preparing to playa 
farewell show. Earlier this year, the Stairs 
released their second proper full-length, 


Sleep Lab, challenging yet 
tuneful lo-fi tour de force that 
might as well be the next 
great Elephant discovery. Ex- 
cept that hardly anyone had 
heard of the band before it 
came out — singer/guitarist 
Ryan Walsh says he still has 
about 300 of the 1000 copies of 
their 2003 debut, Miraculous 
Happens, in his mom’s base- 
ment in Dedham. And he has- 
n’t sold out of On Sleep Lab just 
yet either. Both are on the 
band’s own Access to Vision 
label, as is the eight-song 
2004 EP Chime Away. The Access 
to Vision catalogue also in- 
cludes Hierarchy of Hoaxes, the 
only album by a Stairs side 
project known the Motel 
Candlewasters, and The Unnat- 
ural Bridge, which is actually a 
song-for-song cover of the Sil- 
ver Jews’ album The Natural 
Bridge that the Stairs recorded 
in one day. But that’s a whole 
other story. Right now, I’m 
still trying to figure out howa 
band good the Stairs 
Boston’s answer to Olivia 
Tremor Control and Neutral 
Milk Hotel have managed 
toil in obscurity for a little 
over two years. 

“We played the circuit,” 
Walsh says. “And there was no 
intentional attempt to stay be- 
low the radar. At the same 
time, none are very good 
obnoxious salesmen.” 

Evan Sicuranza, who splits 
the songwriting with Walsh, 
plays guitar and various key- 
boards, and is leaving this fall 
get creative writing masters 
degree at St. Mary’s College in 
California, agrees: “I don’t 
think any of us were really driv- 
en to do this in order to become, 
like, famous anything.” 

“Yeah,” says Rob Johan- 
son, “there was attempt 
stay above the radar either.”

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“It’s nice to be underground,” says drum- 
mer Eric Meyer, who also resides in Ded- 
ham, where he teaches high-school march- 
ing band. He can read and write music, 
something that came in handy when after 
receiving an arts grant from the city of Ded- 
ham the Stairs decided to include a gospel 
choir and a marching band on Miraculous 
Happens. “Evan just sang me the line and I 
wrote out,” recalls. appears that 
wasn’t nearly as difficult as recording the 
drums for that album. “Ryan came over to 
my basement, demanded I set up my drum 
set, and then told me to play drum tracks to 
songs I’d never heard.”

Sleep Lab doesn’t have choir ora 
marching band. And Meyer and bassist Lee- 
ore Schnairsohn, who’s leaving this fall to 
get a graduate degree in comparative litera- 
ture from Princeton, had the luxury of 
recording their basic tracks professional 
studio. But the album’s no less adventurous 
than Miraculous Happens — flute, cello, melod- 
ica, and banjo are some of the additional in- 
struments that show up. And despite the 
complexity many the arrangements, 
it’s still largely self-recorded. “It’s the first 
time we ever went into a studio,” Walsh 
says. “We were there for one day, and then 
we took it home and did the rest on our Boss 
64 digital track that records on zip discs. It’s 
simple enough for anyone figure out, 
but it’s somewhat sophisticated. I think 
spirit and necessity beat out big budgets 
100 percent the time.” 

think we’re all huge fans those types 
of bands,” says Sicuranza, “even the ones 
that go way back like the Velvet Under- 
ground, who always consider one 
the first lo-fi bands. Just the idea putting 
a bunch of crazy people in the studio, turn- 
ing the tape on, and that’s it.” 

Sleep Lab appears full refer- 
ences to the Stairs’ imminent demise — 
“Don’t Abandon Your Band” is the first 
track; “We’re So Underground We’re Practi- 
cally Japan” the second last. But 
Walsh, for one, is determined to solider on. 
“After tonight, Eric and are starting band 
called Hallelujah the Hills,” he confirms. 
And even the grad-school-bound Schnair- 
sohn admits, “I can’t imagine ever being 
done with playing...” 

“There are bound to be many side projects,” 
Johanson interjects. “And the amount of music 
we've recorded together already . . . We were 
talking today, there are how many songs? 

“We couldn’t figure songs,” Walsh ex- 


plains, “but we figured in terms of hours, 
plus unreleased somewhere be- 
tween and hours.” 

“We can be the Charles Bukowski of 
rock and roll,” Sicuranza concludes. “We'll 
still be putting out new albums for years 
after gone.” 


The Stairs may want to take notes on the 

Pixies, a Boston band who said goodbye 
years ago only to return in 2004 for what’s 
turned into a triumphant and seemingly 
endless reunion. At this point, the Pixies 
may even be the biggest unsigned band in 
the world. And that’s freed them to make a 
little money by playing to sellout crowds 
around the world, doing big festival gigs (like 
their set the recent Newport 
Folk Festival), and selling many of those live 
performances as downloads. The first new 
product from the re-formed Pixies is due Oc- 
tober 4, the DVD Pixies Sell Out (Rhino), with a 
28-song set shot in France in 2004 and plenty 
of bonus material, including four songs from 
their Coachella festival gig in May 2004. 

A week ago Monday, they were at the Par- 
adise to shoot yet another DVD for Club Date, 
Eagle Vision imprint specializing live 
concert DVDs. (The first Club Date disc, Elvis 
Costello and the Imposters with Emmylou 
Harris, has just been released.) The DVD isn’t 
slated for release until September 2006. But 
to judge by the upbeat mood at the Paradise, 
there’s a good chance the Pixies will still be a 
going concern then. It did take them a while 
warm the flock cameras that sur- 
rounded them, they took slow, playfully 
banging out throwaways like “La La Love 
You” and an old folk cover they'd learned for 
Newport, before Black Francis traded his 
acoustic for a Telecaster, Kim Deal lit one of 
her trademark smokes, and the sweat started 
flowing as they bit down hard into classics 
like “Where Is My Mind?” 

Back in the huge, air-conditioned video 
truck parked out front, a whole other show was 
progress. “Give close-up that, Brian,” 
director Mike Borofsky commanded through a 
headset as he sat before a wall of dozens of 
screens. “You read my mind, Mike . . . Watch 
your focus, Brian . . . Good, now look at those 
crazy heads bopping . . . Let’s get more of them, 
Danny. . . Good, good . . . Now let’s sweep in 
can see the drums . . . How come Kim gets to 
smoke 

Back inside, the young heads were in- 
deed bopping as the band tore through 
another nugget, “Debaser.” And Deal was 
stillsmoking.

4 & uck Them Ali.” That’s the single 
from Mylene Farmer’s new Avant 
que l’ombre (Universal France). Di- 


rected at bureaucrats, warmon- 

gers, and guest-list keepers at 
nightclub doors? Well, yes, but not in anger. 
“Fuck Them All” is a statement of sexual pur- 
pose, supported — and made delicious — by 
Laurent Boutonnat’s lush, multi-layered- 
rhythm/goth-rock/female-chorus/plaintive- 
piano obbligato. The song vibrates and shines 
and pushes itself happily forward. 

The music of Mylene Farmer and Laurent 
Boutonnat has revolutionized French variété. 
Edith Piaf and Barbara brought variété 
worldwide fame; Serge Gainsbourg with Jane 
Birkin, France Gall, Etienne Daho, Indochine, 
Niagara, and Francis Cabrel expanded it. 
Since their first CD, 1987’s Cendres de lune (Poly- 
dor), Farmer and Boutonnat have created five 
more studio CDs, two live ones (notably 1997’s 
Live G Bercy, on PolyGram International), and 
several singles. Dozens, if not hundreds, of 
Farmer compilations dance-club remixes 
most of them bootlegs — are available in 
Japan, Poland, Russia, Germany, China, 
Turkey, and even the US. 

Farmer’s theme most fully expressed 
1999’s Innamoramento (Polydor) and reprised, 
finally, on Avant que l'’ombre — is that one 
should live passionately possible and, 
you like, outside all of society’s bounds. This 
is the message of the 1989 single “Que mon 
coeur lache” and of “Psychiatric” (1991's 
Lautre...). Of “Je te rends ton amour” (In- 
namoramento), in which she scorns the artist 
who wants paint her love superficially 
his eyes rather than explosively in hers. Of 
the sado-masochistic “Allan” (1989's Ainsi soit 
je...). And of “Sans contrefacon” (Ainsi soit 
je...), in which Farmer, playing a child’s 
dress-up game, imagines her pantalooned 
self a boy. It’s the message of her regrets, 
whether she’s disenchanted with life in 
“Désenchantée” (Lautre...), sleeping away a 
beautiful day instead of making love in the 
2001 single “C’est une belle journée,” ap- 
proaching old age “Et viellir m’était con- 
te” (Innamoramento), approaching death 
“Avant que l’ombre.” Passionate extremism 
fuels the wonderment “Sans logique” (Ainsi 
soit je...) and the magical mystery tour that 
“Mylénium” (Innamoramento). gives urgency 
to the sexuality of “XXL” (1995’s Anamorphosée) 
and to “Aime,” “Peut-étre toi,” and “J’attends” 
(Avant que l’ombre). It dramatizes the love-you- 
to-death story in the 1989 B-side “La veuve 
noire” and tones her praise the joy exer- 
cising one’s imagination in “Réver” (Anamor- 
phosée), the Petit Prince-inspired “Dessine-moi 
un mouton” (Innamoramento), and the 1999 sin- 
gle “Les effets secondaires.” 
Farmer recited Charles Baudelaire’s “L’hor- 
loge,” poem about the inevitable onrush 

time. Avant que l’ombre suggests his “Enivrez- 
vous.” “Il est l"heure de s’enivrer sans cesse. 
De vin, de poésie, ou de vertu, a votre guise”: 
“It’s the hour to be unceasingly intoxicated. 


With wine, with poetry, or with virtue, as 
you please.” 

The regret is the obverse of Piaf’s “Non je 
ne regrette rien”; the joy — “Fuck them all” 
included — bespeaks all that one must not re- 
gret. In variété, where fans know the words of 
songs from 20, 40, even 60 years back, such is- 
sues matter. They ensure the continuity of the 
genre, even Farmer reconstitutes it, 

what happens variété next? William 
Sheller, already a 30-year veteran of the idiom, 
is a star in France but unknown in America. 
Yet he’s practically an American himself. He

grew Cleveland, the son jazz musician 
Jack Hand and a French World War I bride. Af- 
ter his mother took him back to France, he 
came under the tutelage cabaret mega-star 
Barbara. Since the mid 1970s, he’s been record- 
ing his rock-and-soul-influenced variété up- 
dates, of which last year’s Epures (Universal 
France) is the latest. His subject matter — love 
and lovers, the seasons, the artist in his hotel 
room, machines and their consequences — 
and almost vaudevillian tenor recall a style of 
English-language pop that’s all but disap- 
peared with the death of Bobby Short. 


Italian supermodel Carla Bruni’s work 
as acoustic as Sheller’s but much closer to the 
textures of today’s urban folk. Her 2002 CD 
Quelqu’un m’a dit is now available in the US 
from Naive/V2. Geneva club DJ Miss Kittin’s 
2004 CD I.com (Astralwerks), on the other 
hand, is electronic and orchestral, a self-por- 
trait that’s contemplative but also rocks. 

Brigitte Fontaine’s Rue St-Louis en |'Tle (EMI 
France), 14 songs as diverse as the Paris in 
which they’re set, still awaits American re- 
lease. Fontaine, whose gravelly recitative 
voice is influenced as much by Marianne 
Faithfull as by Piaf, is featured on French 
blue-rock band Noir Désir’s 2001 CD Des vis- 
ages des figures (PolyGram International), 
where on “L’Europe” she delivers, in a harsh 
chant alarming its message, vision 
surreal consumer society losing all reason. 
On her own CD she sings more with older- 
sisterish wit. Her subject matter takes in 
crazy love (“Folle”), guys with Harleys 
(“Lhomme 4 la moto”), desperately search- 
ing singles (“Betty Boop en aoiit”), wife and 
husband (“Fréhel”), the seasons (“Eloge de 
V’hiver”), wearing headscarves in school (“Le 
voile major anti-Muslim issue 
France right now), and, in the title song, 
life the heart Paris. 

Also undistributed in the US is Melissa 
Mars. Her second CD, La reine des abeilles (Uni- 
versal France), gives us a young woman who’s 
less the queen of bees than an adventuress in 
search who she and how she fits in, 
fact she does fit in, and who’s enjoying every 
minute, whether just saying “Hi” (“And I Hate 
You”), confessing (“Je me confesse”), finding 
peace in a peaceless world (“Dans mon bulle 
antisismique”), sharing pillow talk 
pleut Mars sings dangerously 
close to the mike, drawing you deep inside her 
lacy whisper, which full lovable flaws. 
Her soprano sounds remarkably like that of 
the young Jane Birkin 35 years ago. 

But no variété singer owes more to Jane 
Birkin’s conversational approach than Zazie. 
Recently her songs have taken on more of ur- 
ban folk’s tonal complexity. Her evolution 
continues. On Rodéo (Universal France), sev- 
eral numbers adopt the orchestral richness 
and rhythmic tension of Boutonnat’s Farmer 
songs. More surprising “Slow,” open, 
rock-ballad melody the sort you’d hear of- 
ten Montreal radio but seldom variété. 
In these and in her own witty and catchy 
“Excuse-moi” and “Doolididom,” Zazie voic- 
two themes: all dreams are permitted 
(“Doolididom”), and pardon me but I’m go- 
ing to make love to you (“Excuse-moi”). 
Farmer would endorse the latter view, but 
make her point poetically; Zazie says 
her say in plainspoken prose. It’s the differ- 
ence between Baudelaire and Flaubert, or 
Montaigne and Paris Match. Unlike Farmer’s

The Black Eyed Peas get frank about Fenway

“Fenway Park?” asks Will.i.am of the 

Black Eyed Peas, over the phone from 
Los Angeles. “That’s gonna be stupid!” The 
rapper/producer thinks for a second, then 
drops his voice to a conspiratorial whisper. 
“I'm gonna be so scared.” 

That’s a fair reaction: though the Peas’ fan 
base has skyrocketed since the release of their 
2003 smash, “Where Is the Love?”, when the 
quartet open for the Rolling Stones Fenway 
August 21 and 23, they’ll be playing to a crowd 
that may not even recognize the infectious hip- 
pop group from their iPod ads. The Peas are the 
latest in a long line of important acts the Stones 
have hand-picked openers; previous honorees 
include Living Coloiir, Stevie Wonder, and 
Peter Tosh. Oh, yeah, and the Spin Doctors. 
Elephunk (A&M), the album that housed “Where 


more interesting. 


Is the Love?”, has sold nearly three million 
copies in the States. Still, Will and his mates 
— Fergie, Apl.de.ap, and Taboo — have every 
reason to wonder what to expect at Fenway 
from 30,000 people waiting impatiently to 
hear “It’s Only Rock ’n’ Roll (But I Like It).” 

It won't be the first time. For their first 
two albums — 1998’s Behind the Front and 2000's 
Bridging the Gap (both Interscope) — the Peas 
were known part LA’s “conscious hip- 
hop” scene, along with Ozomatli and the 
Jurassic 5. They were well intentioned but 
dead boring as they tried to bridge the gap be- 
tween neo-traditionalist hip-hop fans and 
mainstream radio. So when Elephunk, an exu- 
berant, funk-inflected fusion of rap, rock, 
and pop, connected with Top 40 listeners, 
there was much speculation about the band’s 
“artistic integrity.” 

“People say, ‘Oh, Black Eyed Peas, you 


ain’t what you used to be on your first 
record,” acknowledges Will (born William 
Adams). “Aesthetically and subconsciously, 
I don’t see a difference because we're in it. 
But the competitiveness in me says, ‘Well, 
how about this joint?’ We have a song called 
‘Like That’ on our new record that sounds 
like it could have been on our first record.” 

That new album is Monkey Business (A&M), 
and like Elephunk, finds the Peas evolu- 
tionary mode. “Like That” wouldn’t have 
been out of place on Behind the Front: laced 
with guest verses from Q-Tip, Talib Kweli, 
and Cee-Lo, layers straightforward rapping 
over Astrud Gilberto string sample 
stripped-down boom-bap beat. But the rest 
of Monkey Business is easier to distinguish 
from BEP’s earlier, more reserved material: 
“Pump It” is a shamelessly 
playful refashioning of Dick 
Dale’s “Misirlou”; lead single 
“Don’t Phunk with My Heart” 
is a dizzy Bollywood synth-pop 
Tave-up; “My Style,” with an- 
other Justin Timberlake 
cameo, rides a throbbing Tim- 
baland beat; “Don’t Lie” is a 
breezy ballad with strings and 
a big vocal turn by Fergie, a 
former member (as Stacy Fer- 
guson) of the also-ran pop trio 
Wild Orchid who joined the 
Peas right before Elephunk. The 
music on Monkey Business may 
be lightweight, but that’s nota 
bad thing. Behind the Front was 
lightweight too — just in a less 
interesting way. 

On its cover, the July issue 
of Vibe promised to answer the 
burning question “Why hip- 
hop loves hate the Black 
Eyed Peas.” Will’s response: “I 
care but I don’t, all at the same 
time. I care because it’s like, 
“Wait a second, I haven’t 
changed. I still like the same 
type of shit.’ My equipment’s changed. 
Maybe they’re talking about the fine-tuning 
and the cleanliness . . . everything sounding 
pristine and punchy. But then there’s a part 
of me that goes, ‘Really?’ Me as an MC in 
1998, how would I feel about myself in 2005? 
Would I try to battle me? Would I think I’m 
wack? So I battle me. I sit in the studio and 
battle the rapper that was ’98.” 

What does the rapper who wouldn’t have 
dreamed of opening for the Rolling Stones in 
think the rapper about just 
that in 2005? “If somebody had said ‘Where 
Is the Love?’ is the song people are gonna re- 
member you by when we started the group, 
I'd still want to be in the group. I’d be happy 
as shit.” ©

Lookout! lose Green Day

A month ago, Lookout! Records looked 

like a label in renaissance. The re- 
spected Bay Area indie had just released a 
new EP by Ted Leo/Pharmacists and a well- 
received full-length by Troubled Hubble, 
and former Helium frontwoman Mary Tim- 
ony was on the road supporting her Look- 
out! solo album. Even though it hadn’t 
found another Green Day — the band 
whom label founder Larry Livermore pre- 
sciently signed in the late ’80s — the label’s 
artistic reputation was secure, and it still 
had the rights the first couple Green 
Day releases, 1991's 1,039/Smoothed Out Slappy 
Hours and 1992’s Kerplunk! But on August 1 
everything changed: Green Day pulled 
their back catalogue, and the curtain came 
up on Lookout!’s rotting infrastructure. 

Over the past decade, those first two 
Green Day albums had been making money, 
but it seems the band hadn’t seen much of 
it. By the time Green Day pulled the plug, 
years of bad decision making had caught up 
to Lookout!, and the quiet reputation of un- 
reliability the label had accrued among Bay 
Area bands was an open secret. “It’s about 
money, and also about bad faith,” Livermore 
wrote in a vitriolic message he posted on- 
line. “It kind of makes me sick to see what’s 
happened to a label I put so'much of my 
heart and soul into.” 

Livermore left the company in 1995 to 
Chris Appelgren, who'd started in the Look- 
out! mailroom when he was 15 and rose to be- 
come Livermore's junior partner. By the time 
he took over as president, the golden age of 


underground pop-punk had ended and major - 


labels were taking the bread and butter 
Lookout!’s roster. Dr. Frank, leader of the 
long-time Lookout! punk band the Mr. Ex- 
perience, explained it this way via e-mail: 
“The prominence and commercial success 
‘pop punk’ at the time meant that bands like 
mine started to demand 
that Lookout! act more like 
a‘real’ record label. . . . If 
they hadn't taken steps in 
that direction, they would 
have lost people, because 
everyone had more options. 
That put kind pressure 
on the new version of the 
company that Larry never 
had to deal with.” 
Appelgren appears not 
to have handled the new 
pressures very well. For- 
mer Lookout! employee 
Jesse Townsley, who also 
played in the Lookout! 
bands the Criminals and 
Blatz, says, “I don’t think 
it was malicious — it was 
incompetence.” Townsley 
himself had difficulty col- 
lecting royalties, even 
though as the label’s 
official “royalty advocate,” 
he’s responsible for track- 
ing down long-lost band 
members and keeping 
track debts. That posi-

tion was never filled after he left in 1999. 
And Townsley, tired of waiting for his royal- 
ties, took back the Criminals/Blatz master 
tapes. “Lookout! had the opportunity to be- 
come a real mainstay in terms of supporting 
small local bands. Instead, over the course of 
a decade, they just pissed it away.” 

In an open letter published on Lookout!’s 
Web site, Appelgren acknowledges that he 
made a lot of mistakes. Green Day’s decision, 
he says, was a“huge wake-up call.” All six of 
Lookout!’s employees were then laid off, and 
the label moved to a smaller space. Still, Appel- 
gren is optimistic about the’ 
future. “We're gonna be 
here,” he continues. “It may 
be smaller, and it may be 
some time before we start be- 
ing a really active label again. 
But we’re gonna be here.” 

And in fact Lookout! 
appears have retained 
enough good. will to re- 
establish itself. The recently 
signed bands Hockey Night 
and Troubled Hubble should 
serve the label well as soon 
as it’s ready to start releas- 
ing new material. And it 
still has plenty of big sellers 
in its catalogue, including 
albums by Operation Ivy, 
the Queers, and the Mr. T 
Experience all pioneers 
the . wind that once defined 
the East Bay punk scene. 

“Despite everything, I 
still like Lookout!,” writes Dr, 
Frank. “I hope they make it,

NEW WORLD BLUES 


John Doe could lead a seminar on 
aging gracefully. From the rich, 
supple baritone that was only 
hinted at during X’s heyday to the 
wicked sense of fun of “The Call of 
the Wreckin’ Ball,” the Knitters 
frontman has still got it going on. 
Of course, he was in good compa- 
ny a week ago Wednesday, joined 
on vocals by X mates Exene Cer- 
venka and drummer D.J. Bone- 
brake, along with guitarist (also 
Blasters co-founder and one-time 
X guitarist) Dave Alvin and Jonny 
Ray Bartel on acoustic bass. Tour- 
ing on the band’s second CD (The 
Modern Sounds of the Knitters, follow- 
ing years after their debut, 
Zoé/Rounder), Doe and company 
did the disc one better, not only 
its country-translated 
X covers (“In This House That I 
Call Home,” “Skin Deep Town,” 
and “Burning House of Love”) but 
also invigorating its new tunes. 

X always had their roots in 
hardcore hillbilly, thedespairand 
the twang of the heartland, and a's 
the original Knitters gigs only 
mined what was already common 
ground. This time around, the 
band proved themselves more than 
knockoff tribute. Opening with Merle Haggard’s “Silver 
Wings,” accompanied only Alvin, Doe laid the sentiment out 
cleanly: loss and longing the American way. Later, when Ex- 
ene took the lead for wired-up version the Stanley Brothers’ 
“Rank Stranger,” the gospel-tinged waltz became spectral, the 
blues of the country. 

’ Not that the band members haven't changed, but they’ve 
done interesting ways. Alvin’s arcing solos have become 
anything more lyrical; that was particularly true of his mourn- 
ful take on the X-era “The New World,” and when he played off 
Doe’s sparking acoustic guitar in “In This House.” Even John and 
Exene’s romantic regret, as in the new “Try Anymore (Why 
Don’t We Even),” has traded in barely contained chaos for well- 
worn blues and humor. 

The Knitters know better than to panic these days. Their 
livelier numbers — “Poor Little Critter in the Road” and the 
funny-wry “Skin Deep Town” tended fall Exene, natty 
in her red-striped stockings, polka-dot dress, and controlled 
caterwaul. But this was an outfit having fun, whether it was 
Bonebrake pounding out a still-punk rhythm using brushes 
on his one snare and kicking his Zildjian washtub into a 
frenzy for “Long Chain On” or Bartel with his full-bodied 
thumping. And of course there was “Wreckin’ Ball,” and the 
chicken stomper’s “The New Call of the Wreckin’ Ball.” All 
reason to keep living. Still, when they swung into their 
slightly more deliberate take “The New World,” was 
hard not to notice how little things have changed since that 
tune debuted 23 years ago: “It was better before before they 
voted for whatsisname.” Indeed. _Ciea Simon 


COLLEEN HAWK AND HACKSAW 
INDIE-ROCK RECITAL? 


The young woman on stage sat meekly tapping the top of the 
acoustic guitar in her lap, stopping at irregular intervals to ad- 
just her array of effects pedals. I figured this was some sort of 
pre-gig tuning ritual for the artist known Colleen (a/k/a the 
French-born Cécile Schott), so I continued my conversation with 
the US representative of the European label Leaf, who’d come 
along on this seven-gig tour of the Northeast to work the merch 
table and who'd just given me a deal on the first two releases by 
another Leaf artist, A Hawk and A Hacksaw, unaware that the 
81 persons who'd paid at the door of P.A.’s Lounge in Union 
Square had already begun to sit on what appeared to be assigned 
spots on the floor. So I got shushed. Inman Square’s Zeitgeist 
Gallery — usual home to the sort of avant-garde instrumental

manipulations Colleen was en- 
gaged in — had moved south a few 
blocks for the evening, and there I 
was, standing like a fool, now do- 
ing my best to catch the subtleties 
of the dulcet, bell-like tones ema- 
nating from Colleen’s guitar as the 
air conditioner in the corner 
threatened to overwhelm her. 

This usually the point 
which the artist, with full support 
from the audience, requests that 
the air conditioner be turned off in 
spite the humid August heat. 
Colleen didn’t go there, which 
won me over for a few minutes. 
And once she moved on to bow a 
cello, I was at least able to make 
out what her press bio describes as 
the “17th-century compositions for 
viola da gamba” she’d recently be- 
gun to“pick up on.” 

But my main reason for being 
there was Jeremy Barnes, one of 
singer-songwriter Jeff Mangum’s 
multi-instrumental collaborators 
in the great 90s indie band Neu- 
tral Milk Hotel. Allied with the 
lo-fi, ’60s-loving Elephant 6 
clique led by Apples in Stereo and 
Olivia Tremor Control, NMH set 
Mangum’s Dylanesque ravings 
against a carnivalesque backdrop 
of fuzzy guitars, raucous drum- 
ming, and everything from trum- 
pet and trombone blasts to the whoosh of accordion. 

With A Hawk and a Hacksaw (think Hamlet’s “I know a 
hawk from a handsaw”), Barnes applied Reichian repetition 
and backwards looping to accordion riffs and found sounds on 
a homonymous 2004 Leaf debut before traveling to Europe to 
soak up the mélange of folk musics he mimics playfully on 
the new Darkness at Noon. Joined on stage by violinist Heather 
Trost, the bearded Barnes sat behind a makeshift drum kit 
with four pedals cradling a giant accordion in his arms and 
wearing wool hat adorned with bells and drumstick 
used to tap a cymbal by jerking his head to the right. It was 
an impressive if amusing display of one-man-bandsmanship, 
and the set was lively enough to bring the crowd to their feet 
for a time. But without a frontman like Mangum, it was still 
a bit too much like a recital for my taste. _Matt Ashare

SMILE FOR SMILE 


Thanks to the miracle of modern recording, and to a per- 
sonal victory or two on Brian Wilson’s part, the world can 
now say something it should have been saying in 1968: 
“Brian Wilson doing Smile? Big deal, saw it last year.” The 
intended Beach Boys masterwork, an album Wilson 
finished last year with major help from Van Dyke Parks, 
was a media sensation. It was also Wilson’s first big com- 
mercial success in three decades. And now that the shock 
Smile has worn off, was possible savor the music 
when Wilson performed Bank America Pavilion 
week ago Tuesday. Between the grand acid-Western sweeps 
of the first movement and the bittersweet life-cycle theme 
of the second, that wasn’t hard. The finale even got fresh 
emotional mileage out of “Good Vibrations” — no small feat 
for an orange-juice commercial. 

Wilson seemed fine shape the distracting nervous 
tics last fall’s Orpheum show were largely gone, and 
sang the Smile material better than he does on the album. 
Long-time sideman Jeffrey Foskett, who sings the high 
parts when Wilson’s not up to it, had relatively little to do. 
Wilson started out playing older Beach Boys hits along with 
some surprises — the minor hits “Breakway” and “When | 
Grow Up (To Be a Man)” were new additions. The latter 
proved that throwaway lines written by a teenager —“Will I 
dig the same things that turned me on as a kid?/Will 1 look 
back and say that I wish I hadn’t done what | did?”— can

And while the 
rest of Montreal was blowing up in 
2004, Le Nombre released this time 
bomb of a sophomore album, then 
took the rest of the year off.

Case in point: the 
first dozen crackling bass-and- 
drums bars of the opening “Tous 
ceux de ma race” sound as if they 
were auditioning for the Death 
from Above 1979 apprenticeship. 
But then the Rocket from the Crypt 
power chords kick in as if it were 
1996, and so does a cowbell that’s 
closer to Whitesnake’s than LCD 
Soundsystem’s. 

A couple years back, Québecois 
punk was looking as marketable as 
Scandinavian garage punk, with 
Bionic as a homegrown Queens of 
the Stone Age, Les Marmottes 
Aplaties as Turbonegro, and Le 
Nombre as the Hives, the Hella- 
copters, or Gluecifer, depending on 
who was playing the guitar solo. 
Scénario catastrophe still sounds that 
way: short bursts of metal-flaked 
hard rock that show up, catch fire, 
and burn out before anyone gets 
bored, freight-train rockists doing 
what comes naturally. As for 
whether there’s any substance be- 
hind the style, your guess is better 
than mine. (I’m pretty sure “Mon- 
treal serveuses sexy” is about sexy 
Montreal waitresses; past that, 
consult Babelfish.) Rumors that 


frontman Dynamite Roy was 
switching to English proved un- 
founded, but the words matter less 
than the smarm, snark, and spit in 
his glottal sneers. Plus, not for 
nothing, garage rock is over in 
America anyway.

The promo material lays it on 
the line: lead singer Paul Gozen- 
bach was “mentally ill” when he 
poured his soul out into this, the 
Pile-Up’s third album. The result is 
a slog through suicidal-teenager- 
diary-level lyrics. “To my father/ 
Black and blue/I leave a blood- 
stained mattress, lifeless hand- 
sake,” Gozenbach sings in the 
opening lines of “A Toast to the 
Happy Couple.” His mopy delivery 
is bolstered by serviceable guitars 
that jangle and hum like Death 
Cab for Cutie, only without the 
shimmering hooks; instead, they 
noodle around in search of 
melodies that never quite coalesce. 
Even the strings that are added on 
the melodramatic “Black and Gold” 
and “Mind of God” can’t cover for 
those lyrics.

“Return of the Nose” is a passionate 
fuzz-guitar drone with a single fe- 
male voice insisting that “all roads 
lead to Him!” while a chorus of the 
damned wail and rattle their chains 
in the background. Obtuse lyrics 
are layered throughout Xiao’s hazy 
musical maze: Wooden Wand may 
have a mission statement, but 
damned if they’re gonna tell us 
what it is.

and his producer, Vernon Reid, 
take a new route on Ulmer’s blues 
odyssey, which he embarked on 
three albums ago. This is his first 
solo CD: just Ulmer, playing and 
singing stories plucked from his 
Delta childhood and his full-grown 
manhood. Here he transforms his 
early, skronking career signature, 
“Where Did All the Girls Come 
From,” into a tongue-in-cheek 
lament. His muddy voice takes on 
the red-clay mumble of John Lee 
Hooker as he slashes out droning 
chords on his low-volume electric 
guitar. And “Take My Music Back 
to Church” is his way of evoking 
his earliest musical roots and 
pleading the case for the blues. 
“Some people think that it’s the 
song of the devil,” he sings over 
ruminative chords and licks, “but 
it’s the soul of a man for sure.” 
For sure, it’s Ulmer’s soul. He’s a 
subjective singer and player, pluck- 
ing tones and chords out of his gui- 
tar at whim and playing his stacca- 
to vocal phrases wherever he likes. 
At his best, the blending tones 
from his strings evoke Hooker, 
again, but also the more primal 
sounds of stringed African instru- 
ments like the kora and the njar- 
ka. This is powerful, spiritually 
charged music.

Wong Kar-wai goes back the future

When last we saw Chow Mo-wan (Tony Leung 
Chiu-wai), the somber scribbler in the 60s Hong 
Kong Wong the Mood for Love, 
was whispering his secret into hole the 
stonework Angkor Wat. What was presume 
the name of his beloved, the married woman 
whose husband was having an affair with Mo- 
wife, and with whom was playing 
out a chaste charade of their mutual betrayal. 

In this sequel of sorts, Mo-wan is back, much 
transformed, having given the Don Quixote 
of illusory ideals for the Don Juan of immediate 
gratification. Losing the love of one’s life will 
do that. His is a hellish promiscuity, desperate 
not so much for love as for loss. The director, 
however, has not changed much: like Mood, like 
his 1991 film Days of Being Wild, which was set in 
the same time and place and involved the same 
intractable questions, this is a film of surfaces, 
atmosphere, and fluid but delimiting time. 

2046 brings Wong full circle: having taken 
the hedonism the self-destructive anti- 
hero Days, the aging Mo-wan discovers that 
neither self-denial nor self-indulgence 
the prison time, space, and de- 
sire. The best one can hope for sublimate 
loss into a ravishing work of art, like Mood, or 
toa lesser extent, Wong’s denser, more ambi- 
tious, but less poignantly focused 2046. 

into pulp science-fiction novel. Even 
a broken-hearted lothario needs to make ends 
meet, so Mo-wan serializes a story set in 
2046, the year Hong Kong’s final reintegra- 
tion into the It’s more place than 
atime, attainable by the futuristic bullet 
trains Wong renders in Matrix-like CGI. People 
go there, as Mo-wan intones, “to capture lost 
memories. Because in 2046, nothing ever 
changes. But nobody knows if that’s true or 
not. Because no one has ever come back.” 

Maybe that’s because 2046 is also a hotel 
toom, the place where Mo-wan and his lost 
love enacted their non-affair in Mood. Mo-wan 
moves into the room next door and keeps tabs 
on the changing tenants. There’s Wang Jing 
Wen (Faye Wong), daughter of the hotel own- 
er, whom he falls for, probably because she’s 
love with Japanese man her father refuses 
to let her marry. There’s the prostitute Bai Ling 
(Ziyi Zhang), with whom Chow engages in the 
tradition of eating at a restaurant at Yuletide 
while listening Nat King Cole’s “The Christ- 
mas Song.” Their rendezvous are jokingly but 
strictly monetary, until they’re not. 

The room, though, is subject to memories 
as well, and so the film wanders off to other 


encounters that are variations on the same 
futility. Li-zhen (Gong Li), the “Black Spi- 
der” with the same name as Mo-wan’s unre- 
quited love Mood, gambler who bails 
out Mo-wan when his luck runs out in Singa- 
pore. Love and lost again. 

But not really. Mo-wan writes these char- 
acters into his novel, making them android 
attendants on the bullet train to the future. 
reproduces his doomed loves Kubrick- 
ian setting with ersatz women who are a cross 
between sex dolls and noh actors. Meanwhile, 
Wong interweaves episodes from past and fu- 
ture, using titles varying from the specific 
(“24 December 1967”) to the absurd (“1 hour 
later” ; “10 hours later”; “1000 hours later”). 
More cogent are the musical links, from pop 
songs alluding previous films (Nat King 
Cole’s “Quizas, Quizas, Quizas,” from Mood) to 
plaintive strains from Bellini and Wagner op- 
eras. Throughout, Mo-wan repeats the act of 
whispering a secret into a hole and sealing it 
up, a mantra useful in picking up women. 
What’s the secret of 2046? Perhaps that it’s not 
the love that’s lost but the moment, and that 
the loser is condemned to relive it forever. ©

ACTING HASN'T WORN DOWN TONY LEUNG 


It's a shock to see that Tony Leung’s forehead 

isn't permanently etched with worry lines. The 
prolific star, who at age 43 has been in more than 70 
films, Hong Kong cinema’s standout brooder. pa- 
rade of Asian filmmakers have cast him as introspec- 
tive characters: John Woo (Bullet in the Head, Hard- 
Boiled), Hou Hsiao-hsien (City of Sadness, Flowers of 
Shanghai), Zhang Yimou (Hero), and, most significant- 
ly, Wong Kar-wai (Chungking Express, Happy Together). 

Seldom have Leung’s brown eyes been so blue as

they were in Wong's 2000 /n the Mood for Love, a sto- 
ty of repressed passion set in 1960s Hong Kong. Leung 
and Maggie Cheung play neighbors whose spouses 
are having affair. The wronged mates bond but 
keep their emotions in check. For his performance, 
Leung was named Best Actor at Cannes. 

Now he's in Boston to discuss 2046. Five years 
in the making, Wong's film continues the story of 
Mood's Chow Mo-wan, a journalist who dabbles in 
pulp fiction. But Wong threw his star a curveball: 
Mo-wan, traumatized by his almost-affair with Su 
Li-zhen, has turned into a smirking womanizer. 

Wong suggested Charles Bukowski as a role 
model. “I didn't ask him why,” says Leung. “But | 
knew it would not be easy, because the original Mr. 
Chow was still inside me. | got used to his body lan- 
guage, his tempo, his gestures, his voice. Now, with 
the same costume, the same sets, even the same 
hair cream, | would have to play the part different- 
ly.” 

A veteran of five Wong films, Leung is used to 
rolling with the punches. The writer/director is no- 
torious for beginning projects without a script or 
firm story line. But that doesn't mean his films are 
improvised. “Kar-wai changes his ideas every day. 
His work goes from zero to everything, very quickly. 
But | never doubt his ability. Kar-wai is like a 
teacher to me, in that | dare not argue with him.” 

Leung did win one argument: he asked to play 
Mo-wan with a moustache, a smarmy touch that 
telegraphs the change behavior. part 


facade he has constructed, and Leung sympathizes 
with the man beneath. “He is cynical because he 
doesn’t want to get hurt. You can find the original 
Chow when he's alone. You feel his sadness and his 
loneliness. When he’s with other people, he seems to 
be happy. But deep down, he’s still living with his past.” 

Leung fell into acting by chance. After graduating 

from school, he befriended a man with dreams of movie 
stardom: Stephen Chow, now Hong Kong’s top comic 
actor/director (Kung Fu Hustle). Chow persuaded Le- 
ung to enroll in the training program run by the Hong 
Kong television network TVB. Two stars were born. 

“From day one, | was never trying to achieve 
anything,” says Leung. “The reason | love acting is, 
when | was a kid, | hid my emotions. In the training 
class, | found out | could express my feelings in 
front of others because | was hiding behind some- 
one. A character. So no one knows that it’s me.” 
Like other players from the Hong Kong film renais- 
sance, Leung has acted in almost every genre, from 
intelligent thrillers like Infernal Affairs (now being 
remade by Martin Scorsese) to silly farces. In 
Wong's angst-filled period piece Ashes of Time, he 
played a blind swordsman. In Hero, he emoted while 
co-stars Jet Li, Donnie Yen, and Maggie Cheung 
crossed swords. 

But Leung did participate in that film's most 
breathtaking set piece, a swordfight between him 
and Li that took place in the air above a lake. The 
scene took two and a half weeks to shoot because 
the water was ripple-free only between 10 am and 
noon. The actors were suspended from wires to har- 
nesses early each morning. “When the wind 
stopped, we would shoot right away.” And he adds 
that doing a fight scene with the agile and precise 
Li meant that “you're under a lot of pressure! If 
there was a mistake, it would be because of me.”

Songs needs back-up; Junebug buzzes along

My wife called 9 Songs (at the Kendall 

Square) “not completely untitillating,” 
which, though dead-on accurate, isn’t exact- 
ly a peter-meter boner for the most hardcore 
film ever from an above-board non-x film- 
maker. Michael Winterbottom, the respected 
British director of Jude, Welcome to Sarajevo, 24 
Hour People, and In This World, 
cast his Kama Sutra coupling 
with nice-looking people 
(Kieran O’Brien, Margo Stil- 
ley), and they have no inhibi- 
tion about going to town, up 
and downtown, orally and 
manually, in imaginatively 
kinky ways. 

So why isn’t all this a celebratory turn- 
on, especially since the copulations are 
splendidly lit and shot? There’s something 
psychologically unnerving about Winterbot- 
tom’s cross-genre melding of art and pruri- 
ence. Mind and eye and body are jerked 
about. I’m not sure why, but the more pret- 
tified and professional the filming, the 
more uncomfortable it is to watch raw for- 
nication, a dildo crammed in a pussy, 
sperm oozing out hard cock. Maybe the 
Puritans were right: sex is squalid and 
filthy and should be banished from main- 
stream cinema. 

But the unpardonable sin of 9 Songs is that 
there’s no friggin’ story! We know nothing 
about Matt and Lisa except that they like 
clubbing, fucking, and sucking. mean, 
who doesn’t? (Well, clubbing can get awfully 
old.) Those aren’t bios. There’s not a doubt 
that the same sex scenes would register 10 
times as lusty performed by a twosome with 
out-of-the-sheets identities. Between bed-

room trysts, Matt and Lisa clean their 
palates watching various headliners 
London’s Brixton Academy. There’s some 
good music, but Winterbottom’s videoing 
is frustratingly amateur; mostly he’s 
zooming in from the back of the club. Of 
the bands, the Black Rebel Motorcycle Club 
are a knockout, and 
Michael Nyman plays mel- 
low piano celebrating his 
6oth birthday. 
URE You might think it 
was a coup for the

But 
not according to filmmaker Phil Morrison, 
who at P-Town indicated that the honor was 
all his. “When this movie was at Sundance, 
there was a lot to be nervous about. Like, 
would Connie White like it? I guess she did, 
and invited us, or else she’s just being nice.” 

In the film (now playing at the Kendall 
Square and the Embassy), a gallery owner 
specializing outsider art visits North 
Carolina man with lots weird, post- 
Howard Finster paintings. Where did these 
come from? Morrison: “Ann Wood, a 
painter in Brooklyn, made them for the 
movie. Some works were described in the 
Script, but it’s difficult, this studied 
naiveté for what were essentially props. 
Ann, who was very mild-mannered, would 
arrive on the set with a painting of a slave 
with a slave owner impaled on his penis. 
Okay, Ann!” 

The Winston-Salem native was asked 
whether his picture, which features many 
contemplative, almost still shots, was in- 
spired other movies from below the Ma- 
son-Dixon line. “A lot of films I’ve seen 
from Iran or from Ozu reminded me more 
where grew than the films the 
South. We shot for 20 days. I spent a lot of 
time staring into space: that felt very still!” 

To me, this film is almost Chekhovian, 
with its characters arriving and departing 
from the countryside, and with everyone 
staying much the same the end. told 
Morrison aversion films which 
characters change overnight after “learning 
something.” “There was stuff shot that 
was more like movies you hate,” admit- 
ted.

that The Blue Bird brings heady perfection. 
Based on a 1909 play by Belgian Symbolist 
writer Maurice Maeterlinck, the film por- 
trays the dream voyage of two children in 
search of the bluebird of happiness. Accom- 
panying them their quest are anthropo- 
morphized embodiments of fire, water, 
dog, cat, sugar, milk, bread, and light. 
These living Platonic forms, together with 
the prospect that finding the bluebird will 
mean exposing “the mysteries of Night” to 
human curiosity, raise the mystical and 
philosophical stakes of The Blue Bird higher 
than in The Wizard of Oz, with which its plot 
has obvious similarities. 

Rather than play down the cloying and 
creepy aspects of Maeterlinck’s play (which 
reach a disturbing zenith in a sequence in- 
volving army white-veiled children 
waiting to be born), Tourneur boosts them 
with his zstheticism. He’s a director of 
light that pulses and streams, of shadow 
plays, of foreground silhou- 
ettes archways, the 
graceful interplay of hu- 
man poses with landscape 
and architecture. He com- 
bines with his love of styl- 
ization interest spe- 
cial effects that anticipate 
Cocteau: clothes magneti- 
cally put themselves on a 
young boy’s body; women’s 
disembodied heads pop in- 
to a black frame. 

More earthbound than 
The Blue Bird but just as fan- 
ciful, Lorna Doone, based on 
R.D. Blackmore’s 1869 nov- 
el, imagines a valley in the 
wilds of Devon where high- 
waymen form an under- 
ground society hidden 
from the civilization they 
prey on. They kidnap a no- 
bleman’s young daughter, 
Lorna, who softens the 
heart their leader while 
remaining chastely true 
the low-born admirer who 
stumbles upon the bandits’ 
lair. Here too Tourneur 
proves master atmos-

that’s almost disappeared from cinema. 
Tourneur’s convictions put him 
at odds with a Hollywood production system 
that was becoming ever more rationalized, 
ever more subject to the bottom line and in 
repeating what worked before. Having flour- 
ished during period when film was direc- 
tor’s medium, Tourneur saw the end of this 


period and predicted what would follow. “The 


distributor wants to catalogue my picture in 
his mind, and if I try to tell him that none of 
his labels will describe it but that it reflects 
human life, I talk in language he doesn’t un- 
derstand,” he said in 1920. And as early as 
1924, he condemned the blockbuster syn- 
drome that some historians of cinema seem 
to think started with Jaws. “The only way the 
financial backer of a motion picture can get 
his money back, to say nothing of a profit, is 
to appeal to the great masses. And the thing 
which satisfies millions cannot be good.” 


Eight decades later, Tourneur’s critique is just 


as valid, and so are hisfilms. ©

Bathsheba Doran’s Gloucester Living Room

©) The title of Bathsheba Doran’s urgent 
new play is ironic. The action does 
unfold in the living room of a house in 
the bush of Botswana, an hour from “the 
city” but only a short walk from an im- 
poverished village where AIDS leaves 
corpses strewing the streets. But Living 
Room in Africa actually refers to all the “liv- 
ing room” that’s being made available in 
a scenic Third World spot where the liv- 
ing who used to occupy it are dead or dy- 
ing. What we can, or should, do about 
that is a question asked by this com- 
pelling if not entirely convincing work 
by the 30-year-old Oxbridge-educated 
British dramatist who’s now a playwrit- 
ing fellow at Juilliard. 

Living Room in Africa was developed last 
summer at the Eugene O’Neill Playwrights 
Conference and is headed for a New York 
production. Meanwhile, Daniel Goldstein, 
who helmed the Huntington Theatre 
Company’s smart Falsettos as well as the 
O’Neill workshop of Living Room, is direct- 
ing a potent production of the play at 
Gloucester Stage Company (through Au- 
gust 28), whose artistic director, Israel 
Horovitz, found his socks knocked off by it. 

Horovitz’s footwear was not wrong: 
Doran’s characters are complicated and 
compromised; their interaction is pas- 
sionate, their dialogue believable. What’s 
less credible is the play’s premise. Art 
dealer Edward and his companion, un- 
stable published Brit poet Marie, have re- 
cently arrived in Botswana, and they’re 
renting a large house outside the town 
where Edward building art gallery 
financed by Western money. The couple seem 
taken aback, if not entirely surprised, by the 
AIDS situation. And would “investors” really 
throw money at an African art gallery whose 
point seems to be that an impoverished peo- 
ple in the midst of a horrifying health crisis 
will able wander free charge “and 
look at a Rothko”? 

Doran uses reaction to the AIDS devastation 
to drive a wedge between Edward, who when 
he fully understands the situation wants to 
flee dropping cash his wake, and Marie, 
who feels compelled to stay and “bear wit- 
ness.” But there are clear-cut good and bad 
guys here. There is Marie’s visiting brother, 
Mark, who's so offended by African contractor 
Anthony’s attitude toward women and his be- 
lief in AIDS as God’s scourge that he flounces 
off into the African night, where he may be 
eaten by something more formidable than 
Western guilt. There’s Anthony himself, an 
energetic African man who wants to ditch his 

“sick” wife and baby for opportunity 
America and has Edward pressed up against 
the wall to facilitate it. And there’s Nsugo, the 
African domestic whose carriage elegant but 
whose kids are dropping dead. Marie, unable 
shoulder the entire pandemic, befriends 
Nsugo and takes the family in. Most insensi- 
tive, yet not a villain, is amiable Michael Lee,

the American banker whose house Edward 
and Marie are renting; he shows up to in- 
form the exiting Edward, “You're not the 
bank, you don’t owe the world.” 

At GSC, the play unfolds in a beam-and- 
stucco living room, one decorated with and 
then defoliated of modern art, by ace set de- 
signer Jenna McFarland. The scene changes 
are moodily papered by sound designer Matt 
Griffin with classical music, mostly strings. 

The performances, though sporadically 
accent-challenged, crackle. Particularly fine 
is Polly Lee as Marie, convincingly British 
and moving from pert mania to a sadness 
that borders on catatonia. Nathaniel McIn- 
tyre battles some holes in the character of 
the naive art dealer who builds a swimming 
pool provide the villagers “hope” and then 
decides he should take his efforts elsewhere, 
but he does home in on Edward’s solicitous 
care of Marie. He even manages his Judge 
Brack moment at the end. 

The excellent Billy Eugene Jones bristles 
with on-the-make energy as Anthony, who 
in the face of such despair makes ignorance 
and opportunism feel forgivable. Jackie Davis 
brings dancer’s hauteur the reserved Nsu- 
go. And Sean McGuirk supplies Michael Lee

When on July 14 fire struck the North Shore Music 

Theatre and flames consumed the stage and the or- 
chestra pit following the opening performance of Cinderella, 
it appeared the remainder of the summer schedule had gone 
up in smoke as well. But then friends of the theater, which 
celebrates its SOth anniversary this year, and the NSMT staff 
got to work. Next week, the musical Abyssinia, which had 
been scheduled for the damaged Beverly facility, will open at 
Boston's Shubert Theatre; it'll be followed there by Camelot 
September 20-October 3. Reconstruction will be complete in 
the fall, and The Full Monty will be presented in Beverly 
starting October 25. 

The fire, according to artistic director Jon Kimbell, a 22- 
year NSMT veteran, was caused by an electronic malfunction 
between the stage and the substage and consumed both 
stage and orchestra pit, “including valuable instruments.” 
The roof was destroyed and all 1800 seats suffered irrepara- 
ble smoke and water damage. “In the theater, you're kind of 
used to bumps in the road. This was a pretty big bump.” 

The day after the blaze, however, Kimbell spoke with 
Josiah A. Spaulding, president and CEO of the Wang Center 
for the Performing Arts, and an old friend who'd grown up 
on the North Shore. “When someone is in crisis, your 
brothers and sisters need to come and, if possible, offer 
help,” said Spaulding, who realized that the Wang-run 
Shubert was available. Within a week, arrangements had 
been made for the season to move forward. “It's incredible 
that the stars were aligned and we were dark,” Spaulding 
points out. What's more, the Abyssinia production was al- 
ready scheduled to move from in-the-round at Beverly to 


‘proscenium at co-producing Goodspeed Opera House, 


where it will open September 30. 

So the show goes on. NSMT developed Abyssinia in 1995, 
and it elicited more reprise requests than any other new 
show there. But the move from in-the-round to production 
came much earlier than was planned. “We had to redesign, 
rechoreograph, and redirect everything,” Kimbell says. Fortu- 
nately, rehearsals hadn't started, “so at least the actors 
aren't having to switch.” 

And the musical itself is providing solace and inspira- 
tion. “It's about an African-American community that’s a 
microcosm in and of itself,” Kimbell continues. “When they 
were doing fairly well, they had their own farms, and you 
don’t often see a musical with that theme. The score is 
filled with gospel and ragtime.” Abyssinia is the central 
character, “a young woman who finds her way through ad- 
versity and finds new meaning in life, so there is a connec- 
tion to surviving the fire.” Perhaps more than one, Kimbell 
notes. “The title of the book the musical is based on, by 
Joyce Carol Thomas, is Marked by Fire:”

Magical realism the tradition Maxfield 
Parrish’s book illustrations and Robert 
Parke-Harrison’s photography the domain 
of Maggie Taylor’s imagery in “Then Again,” 
her quirky and often satisfying exhibit 
the Griffin Museum. Headless rocking-horse 
riders, women who sprout bouquets from 
their scalps, ballerinas full costume 
open field surrounded by rats — these charge 
Taylor’s pictures with hard-to-pinpoint 
emotional energy. Her muted colors and an- 
tiquated forms recall the early years hand- 
colored photographs. 

In Turning (2001), we see the back of a 
handsomely coiffed woman splendid, 
gold-colored Victorian dress. Her face in 
profile turns stiffly the right; her lips 
clench so tight, it’s as though she’d just been 
slapped. From two dark vertical incisions on 
the back of her dress, giant moth wings 
emerge complementary gold hue. The 
grafting insect body onto human body 
makes a funny sort of sense: given her garb 
and her withdrawn, injured attitude, is it 
any wonder that she’s mutated into some- 
thing unreal? Fragile (2003) shows us a red- 
cheeked boy pulling little black string 
that neatly unhinges the top of his head. 
Where blood and bone ought spill out, 
clouds rise up from his exposed cranium, 
whose interior reveals perfect sky-blue disk. 
The merciless intensity the boy’s gaze 
makes the mechanical self-scalping feel 
downright reasonable. His face tells us that 
his mind ready explode. 

It’s to the credit of the Criffin Museum, 
whose mission is the showcasing of historic 
and contemporary photography, that it would 
host Maggie Taylor at all, since her works are 
actually digital collages. And in part that’s 
how she achieves her realism: she places di- 
rectly onto a flatbed scanner the objects that 
occupy her frames — birds, moth wings, bees, 
daguerreotypes and then manipulates them 


in Photoshop. Whether that places her at the 
emerging medium hardly matters. 

Fighting Man (2003) helmeted figure his 
face is hidden to the mouth under what looks 
like coil white paper who sports boxing 
gloves and old-fashioned pugilist’s outfit 
(don’t miss the high riding boots, either) as he 
readies to throw a right. He stands in a colorful, 
dreamy space with a green parquet floor at his 
feet and an ornate baseboard molding on the 
wall behind him that resembles the headboard 
of an Edwardian mahogany bed. Scratched onto 
the mottled green wall is a scorecard of sorts, 11 
sets of hatch marks (four short vertical lines 
crossed by one long diagonal); the 12th is incom- 
plete. There’s no visible opponent, yet he smirks 
like winner. Here fighting, which differ- 
ent kind of uniform sees people killed every day, 
seems a self-serving game for blind, solitary 
men pleased with their athleticism and records 
and preposterous attire. 

I’m less convinced by Taylor’s confections 
when they veer off into one-liners with a ve- 
neer the settle for being illustra- 
tions. Animals, parts animals, tend oc- 
cupy those pictures. In Rabbits with Scissors (2003), 
two girls high-necked aquamarine smocks 
have had their heads replaced with the heads 
two long-eared orange rabbits whe look goofy, 
cartoonish, as if they’d been culled from photos 
of porcelain bric-a-brac. And though the girl 
holding pair blue scissors gestures toward 
the other, and the heads are positioned so as to 
make seem conversing, the effect

neither comical nor animated nor disturbing. 
In Strange Case (2002), an old wicker suitcase 
floats above a manicured field surrounded by 
distant pine trees. the right, debonair 
dude in a vest and sports jacket, hands in his 
pockets and a dog’s head where his own has 
been digitally erased, looks with canine 
nonchalance. Whatever the suitcase might 
have evoked is undercut by the Monty 
Pythonesque dog man. outright illustra- 
tions are a different but no less enervated mat- 
ter. Yellowed pages fly from the distant toy-like 
dwelling in Poet’s House (1999) to form a heaven- 
sent curlicue in the sky. Does it matter that the 
contain prose, not poetry? Not much. 

But when Taylor doesn’t feel the need to el- 
bow her viewers in the side, she delivers reso- 
nant work. In Southern Gothic (2001), a stately 
young woman in a long-sleeved black blouse 
and a skirt made out of leaves — her upper 
half’s been lifted from an antique photo — del- 
icately tears her head open, as if it were a sheet 
of paper. The rip reaches almost to her right 
eye in a gesture that would make Hannibal 
Lecter envious. In Girl with a Bee Dress (2004), the 
stare of the girl holding a flower in her prayer- 
ful clasp is so mesmerizing, you mightn’t no- 
tice at first that her dress is a buzzing swarm of 
carpenter bees. 

The companion exhibit Again” be- 
longs to John Chervinsky, who pursues the 
magical potential the photographic process 
in a more cerebral and austere way. “CaCO3” 
(the chemical symbol for chalk) investigates 
and plays with the illusion three-dimen-

sionality in the flat surface of a photograph. 
Chervinsky positions two black chalk boards at 
right angles for his large black-and-white im- 
ages, creating a small stage that the camera 
can register only as empty, obsidian space. 
Then the fun begins. The artist places objects 
— tools, boxes, eggs, parts of clocks — into his 
miniature room and draws rough, geometrical 
designs in white chalk around the objects. The 
drawings appear to float in space like indelible 
skywriting; the normal divisions between fore- 
ground and background, solid and flat, real 
and make-believe all vaporize. In Entropy, the 
guts of a dismantled clock litter the area be- 
neath a not-quite-erased equation. To the left, 
another white chalk drawing of a crude globe, 
just two interlocking circles that tilt on an ax- 
is, appears like idea made manifest. The 
globe mimics 3-D, the clock mimics flatness, 
and the two coexist like spirit and flesh, un- 
knowable companions. 


A disappointing show at Harvard's Fogg 

Museum points to the pitfalls of not com- 
mitting to one organizational idea — either 
that or the pitfalls of high pretense. The trun- 
cated “A New Kind of Historical Evidence: Pho- 
tographs from the Carpenter Center Collec- 
tion” represents a minuscule sampling from 
four vast, distinct, and in some ways antitheti- 
cal sources that account for the Carpenter Cen- 
ter’s collection: the acquisitions of founding 
curator Davis Pratt, who emphasized works of 
historical importance well fine-art pho- 
tography; the acquisitions of subsequent cura- 
tor Barbara Norfleet, who “challenged assump- 
tions about the meaning and function pho- 
tography” (meaning the fine-art collecting 
ended); the Social Museum Collection of evi- 
dentiary images addressing societal ills that 
were gathered at the turn of the last century by 
Francis Greenwood Peabody for his courses on 
social ethics; and, finally, what remains of the 
Boston Transit Collection that the MBTA donat- 
ed to Harvard in 1967 and that Harvard in turn 
mostly gave away under Norfleet’s steward- 
ship in 1986. Even the photos by such masters 
the medium Edward Weston and Eugéne 
Atget can’t resolve this muddle. ©

In Frank King’s Walt and Skeezix, editors Jeet 
Heer, Chris Oliveros, and Chris Ware have 
produced handsomely designed, sweet- 
souled book. They intend to continue their 
labor of love through a multi-volume set 
that will put into print all Frank King’s 
Gasoline Alley comic strips. The “longest story 
ever told” in American comics, it still ap- 
pears under the pen Jim Scancarelli. 
his preface, Ware states that the project 
means to address the “mystery” of why 
Gasoline Alley has run for so long. But the edi- 
tors, I’m happy to say, do not attempt to an- 
swer this question. They seem to believe 
that those who look at the strip will have 
plenty their own thoughts. One quick 
one is that Gasoline Alley proceeds day by day. 
It’s more a novel — the editors’ word for it 
— than a collection of self-contained stories 
or adventures. 

Born in 1883 in Cashton, Wisconsin, King 
grew up in nearby Tomah, where, as he re-

One place look King’s drawing. He’s 
in the line of American comic-strip artists 
descending from Krazy Kat’s George Herri- 
man who the space single panel can 
bring life recognizable characters ac- 
tion.

Investigations into the murders of 12-year-old 
Tiffany Moore and nine-year-old Jermaine 
Goffigan led the wrongful convictions 
Shawn Drumgold and Donnell Johnson, respec- 
tively. James Bush was recently acquitted in the 
death of three-year-old Malik Andrade-Percival, 
as was Marquis Nelson in the death of 10-year- 
old Trina Persad, Kyle Bryant in the death of 14- 
year-old Chauntae Jones, and Peter Granara in 
the death of a 74-year-old white man. 

The Phoenix has raised additional serious 
questions about convictions — all of young 
black men for the murders 2000 
year-old woman, a 20-year-old woman, and 
a 15-year-old boy. (See “Blind Spots,” News 
and Features, April 23, 2004.) 

That same year, the BPD investigated the 
homicides of 22 black men aged 17 to 35. To 
this day, not one murder conviction has 
been obtained for any of them. Three have 
ended in manslaughter convictions, and five 
are awaiting trial. 

Are they unsolved because of reluctant 
witnesses? Bad police work? Faulty foren- 
sics? Unfortunately, we are in the dark — 
open cases are closed files. 

After Bruce Robinson’s murder March 
2000, police “expressed confidence that sus- 
pect will named shortly,” according 
newspaper reporting at the time. Police also 
said they had “good leads” after Francis 
Stephens was killed September 2000. Yet 
both cases remain unsolved. 

The December 2000 murder of Oral Bethel, 
father three, remains unsolved, although 
police told his family early that they hada 
suspect. Since then, Bethel’s relatives say, 
they can’t get any information about the 
case; their calls are not returned, and his 
cousin got brushed off when she went BPD 
headquarters.

CULTURE IGNORANCE 

Perhaps the signature moment Boston’s re- 
cent law-enforcement troubles came in Janu- 
ary 2004, when David Meier, head of the Suf- 
folk DA’s homicide unit, which prosecutes cas- 
the BPD investigates, spoke reporters 
after the Supreme Judicial Court reversed 
Stephan Cowans’s conviction for the non-fatal 
shooting of a Boston police officer. (In addition

Instead, those investigators and prosecu- 
tors have been utterly indifferent the quali- 
ty of work being done for them, a conclusion 
illustrated in a document newly obtained by 
the Phoenix relating the disgraced BPD 
fingerprint unit. This June 2004 report was 
written by the Mississippi company hired to 
evaluate the unit after the mistaken finger- 
print match was discovered case. 

The report reveals that for years, the BPD 
transferred to the fingerprint unit its “less 
than desirable employees,” people with 
relevant educational background, knowledge, 
skill, or abilities. It provided them with no 
written guidelines, no technical training, no 
written policies or procedures, no quality- 
quality-control program, in- 
ternal external proficiency testing, 
participation forensics organizations, 
continuing-education plans, and profes- 
sional certification. This situation, the report 
says, developed “over the last twenty thirty 


years ... asa result of non-attention or non- 
concern from the upper management staff.” 

But most telling that after the BPD 
this report, the re- 
sponse was to keep operating the unit. Only after 
another assessment the unit’s incompe- 
tence became public four months later did 
BPD commissioner Kathleen O’Toole finally 
shut the unit down. 

Even then, the Suffolk County District At- 
torney’s Office continued, and continues, to 
march members of the defunct fingerprint unit 
up to Superior Court and present them, witha 
straight face, as expert witnesses. In an upcom- 
ing federal trial, one the scheduled expert 
witnesses BPD print analyst described 
the Mississippi company’s later report, from 
October 2004, as having “a significant lack of 
technical knowledge,” and whose “ability to 
properly evaluate latent prints . . . fell far short 
of what would be expected.” 


END SIGHT 

The portions of Dorchester, Mattapan, and Rox 
bury in the map on page 18 make up a tiny area 
roughly two miles by three. There have been 38 
unsolved murders there the past year 
half, and 61 since the start of 2002. Few people 
who live there are unaffected by these murders. 
But by now, few residents expect murders in 
their neighborhood to get solved.

Golden Leaf 


Satisfy your Trader Vic gene 


Golden Leaf is a Malaysian restaurant with 
an enormous menu that reflects Malaysia’s 
culinary fusion of native flavors, Chinese 
dishes from a 500-year-old settlement of 
overseas Chinese, South Indian dishes from 
another immigrant group, and popular 
dishes from neighboring Thailand. It’s also 
a large and wonderful space, evoking the 
tropics. You hit the beach pebble floor 
at the entrance and continue into a duplex 
space with wood planks, positioned among 
plexiglass. Look down and you see white 
stones as though you were in a hut built 
casually over tropical beach. 

Appetizers show off all aspects the cui- 
sine. From the Malay cookbook comes achat 
($4.25), a quick salad of pickled cabbage, car- 
rots, green beans, and cucumber in a sesame- 
peanut sauce that just won't quit. The portion 
is enough for about four people. 

Don’t miss the “house special homemade 
tofu” ($5.25), fried into eight meltingly deli- 
cious pillows. (Soft tofu always tastes better 
than hard.) The dip sweet-sour-hot 
thing. Satay tofu ($5.25) isn’t actually broiled 
on skewers like other satay; instead, it’s four 
hollow wedges, like a club sandwich, deep- 
fried and stuffed with shredded vegetables 
and peanut sauce. 

Back to Malaysia, otak-otak ($5.95) is de- 
scribed as “Malay Style BBQ Fishcake,” but 
ours was a couple of what I would describe as 
shrimp tamales, tied banana leaves like 
long firecrackers. They’re fun unwrap, but 
somewhat bland, although you can steal the 
hot sauce and hoisin sauce from the popia 
liven them up. Papaya salad ($5.95) is likewise 
blander than its cousins in Vietnamese or 
Cambodian restaurants, but it’s interesting to 
find surimi (false crab) among the shreds of 
green papaya, crunchy jicama, and such. 

For something livelier, go for the stir- 
fried radish cake ($5.95). The radish-cake 
part is starchy like small gnocchi, but it’s 
glazed with funky sauce redolent shrimp 


paste, hot pepper, and the iron of the wok. 
I'd eat one of these for a light lunch. 

In fact, the only appetizer I wouldn’t have 
again is the vegetarian popia ($5.50), a soft, 
loose, bland excuse for a spring roll, stuffed 
with a lot of shredded veggies that don’t add 
up to anything. 

My favorite entrées were on the vegetable 
list. “Stir-Fried Baby Peapod Stems” ($11.95) 
didn’t seem any smaller or more tender than 
the grown-up peapod stems you get in China- 
town, but the overall flavor of the dish had 
more hot pepper and perhaps a little less garlic. 
Stir-fried ladyfingers ($8.95) sound like charlotte 
russe gone wild, but we’re really eating okra 
somewhat underdone okra another glaze 
perhaps shrimp paste, scallions, and hot 
pepper. It’s less funky than the radish-cake 
appetizer and actually kind of tantalizing. 
For okra haters, underdone stir-fry turns 
out to be almost slime free. 

The Malaysian hot-grilled catch the day 
($16.95) appeared to be a small sea bass from 
one the live tanks the basement. All the 
bass in these tanks were about the same size, 
indicating aquaculture. But the sea bass 
still a flavorful little fish, a favorite of Chinese 
chefs in Boston for decades. The treatment 
here involves a lot of shrimp paste with some 
hot pepper — not as much as the real affi- 
cianados want, of course, but some. The fish 
doesn’t taste grilled so much as steamed ina 
wrapper of banana leaf. 

For a little more money, you get the same 
fish in the guise of the simply named “Fish” 
($18), in your choice of five sauces. The 
Cantonese-classic option was steamed with 
ginger and scallion — a treatment that really 
suits this fish, enough to be worth the extra 
dollar. Thai style, marked with a one-pepper 
silhouette, was a sweet-sour sauce, more 
Chinese than Thai book, but also 
good. The other three choices involved 
“steam with pickled leaks and soy beans 
sauce”; curry; and puréed ginger and soy 


sauce. All these fish were served 
on large platters with handsome 
flowers made of shaved daikon 
radish and shredded carrot. 

Again, there was a weak en- 
trée on our table, “hot sizzling 
black pepper beef” ($12.95), which 
was not hot, not sizzling (al- 
though served on a metal plate 
used for platters that sizzle), and 
did not taste much of any kind of 
pepper. But was certainly 
generous dish of stir-fried sliced 
beef, red and green bell peppers, 
and red onions, such as any 
reader could make at home. 

Regular rice ($1.50) is good and 
somewhat fragrant. Coconut rice 
($1.50) is oilier, with a good aro- 
ma of coconut milk. 

I’m not sure got into all the 
corners of a complicated menu 
that lists plenty of poultry, noo- 
dles, fried noodles, and noodle 
soups (Malaysian cooks appar- 
ently never met a noodle they 
didn’t like). We did even less 
damage to the drink menu, 
which includes Malaysian-style 
coffee and tea, Thai iced tea, 
and all the drinks that serve as 
desserts: iced drinks with vari- 
ous contents, smoothies, 
shakes, bubble tea, and more. 
We had beer ($3.95), good old 
Singha from Thailand and Tiger 
from Singapore. Tiger is a very 
light, highly carbonated pilsner, with just a 
quick burst of hoppy bitterness that I would- 
n’t put up against Budweiser as a beer, but it 
did go down well with this food. 

Our servers brought us complimentary 
fried bananas in pastry pouches, very good 
with a drizzle of chocolate sauce, and little 
parallelograms of a solid-textured agar-agar 
jelly that was refreshing almost tasteless. 
These things are not on the menu, but it does 
list the coconut-milk/yam concoction bubur 
chacha — think hot sweet soup. And you 
might also ask for pulut hitam ($3), the black 
sticky rice pudding with coconut milk that I 
love when it turns up in Thai restaurants. 

Service at Golden Leaf was exemplary ona 
quiet weeknight. It’s always little scary ina 
nearly empty restaurant with a large menu — 
going old and awful? couldn’t 
find that at Golden Leaf, however. The dishes 
wandered from the menu descriptions, often 
including shrimp shrimp paste, the 
allergic and the vegan should query in detail. 
The tropical décor does carry you along, even 
when the place is nearly deserted. It must ap-
